House in Theory and Practice. 


“The House and its companion body, the Council, are supposed to have been mod- 


eled after the National House of Representatives and Senate. 


Theorists have argued 


that this plan was based on a fallacy, as the city’s wards were not homogenous bodies, 


like the original States of the Union, but were merely arbitrary divisions, made for 
convenience. A ward, as such, the theorists have said, has no inherent right to repre- 


sentation. 
To this it has been replied that the 


the local interests and sentiments of various parts of the city, 
like the Eleventh (Carondelet), actually represent distinct residence : sections. 
tendency has been to take Councilmen largely from the prosperous and fashionable 
West End, it is said, and the House is needed to give all classes of the people a voice

If the House had been ‘‘good’’ this qiestion might have been left to the theorists. 
But its failure in this respect has made the problem a vital one for the public.:

FOUGHT COMBINE 

MEN IN THE WARDS. : 

We selected the American Car and Foundries bill, 
the holding up. of which threatened to deprive St. 
Louis of a large enterprise and 5000 men of their jobs. 
We made it so hot for the members of the Public 
Improvements Committee that some of them didn’t 
dare enter their own wards. In a month the bill was 
passed and the combine shattered. 

The \chief remedy is judicious publicity. Roasting 
the combine in a general way does little good, but the 
tireless publican of rollcalls, putting each individual 
on record, is a terrible strain on those members of a 
combine—and there are always some—who are at 
least semi-respectable and come from _ respectable 
wards. {f there is a legal remedy, I do not know it. 
Counselor Bates gets $5000 a year for answering just 
such questions... Delegate Fay was shooting at this 
point when he held that Warner’s committee had vio- 
lated the City Charter by not reporting its bills out, 
within forty days after they were referred to it. 

The rl remedy is political: Defeat the crooks at 
the polls when they come up for re-election. 

The city may be redeemed by an unremitting cam- 
paign in the newspapers for honesty in public offi- 
cials, and by raising the salaries of members of the

HEN I enter on my second year as a mem- 
ber of the House, the latter part of this 
month, I will have my eyes open. I have 

learned a good deal in the past year. 

When I made the campaign for election to the 
House I had no thought of a majority faction or a 
minority faction. I was running in the hope that I 
could be of some benefit to the Twenty-fourth 
Ward, if elected. I have lived in the ward 21 
years, the greater part of that time at Gratiot 
Station. I own 5000 feet of property in that ward, 
and naturally am interested in its welfare. 

The ward had obtained very little in the way of 
improvements since Michael J. Casey was its Del- 
egate 18 years ago. 

I hoped, if elected, to be able to get additional 
street improvements and have sidewalks laid. — I 
also hoped to get the street car line extended from 
Clifton Heights to my old neighborhood at Gratiot. 
This I afterward found I could not do, 





Got Nomination Free. 


HAD no opposition for the nomination. I did 
not even have to pay for it. I understand 
that the central committeemen usually demand 
payment from the House candidate, but my com- 
mitteman, Mr. Haney, did not. I was elected with 
comparatively little expense. When I found I was 
elected, it was my first thought to “get whatever 
improvements I could for my ward. 

Immediately after the election I commenced to 
hear about the “organization”’ of the House. Del- 
egate. Wiedmer called on me, and so did Build- 
ing Commissioner Smith. I knew Wiedmer, but 
had never seen Smith before. Wiedmer did not 
make me any particular offer. 

Smith was introduced to be by a man who was 
then Superintendent of the Poorhouse. Smith told 
me I ought to get a good chairmanship, as I had 
carried the Twenty-fourth Ward, which had pre- 
viously been Republican. He told. me: the Demo- 
crats had carried 15 out of the 28 wards, and 
ought to stand together. He was very much in- 
terested in the organization of the House.

Swaps Votes With Them. 


S WEEKS rolled on, the combine members 

A became more friendly to me. I Vveted for 
any of their measures I considered good, 

and occasionally they voted for mfne. They got

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so friendly once that I managed to get all the 
bills passed that were then in the House affecting 
my ward. In the lot were bills for the tmprove- 
ment of 10 miles of streets in my ward. That 
was before the trouble arose over the Ascher 
garage bill. 

When a motion was made to reconsider the vote 
by which the Ascher bill was passed, the combine 
wanted me to vote with them. It was the next 
meeting after the arrest of Warner and Pries- 
meyer. The-.combine needed 15 votes, and didn't 
get them. Delegate Gallagher told me that night, 
when I voted contrary to the combine’s wishes, 
that I wouldn't “get anything’@jn the future. ~~ 

All this time the combine was running the House 
with a high hand. So long as my unpopularity, 
growing out of the Ascher bill incident, continued, 
I could get nothing in the way of legislation. 

But the combine members and I grew friendly 
again over the investigation I started inte the 
death of Mrs. Lena Ring and the refusal of the 
Board of Health to admit her to the Insane Asy- 
lum, because her husband couldn't pay $15 a 
month. It was a pathetic case, and we recom- 
mended that in the future the Board of Health 
make all hearings of such cases public. 

In this case the Speaker made me chairman of 
the committee, with McShane and Schell as mem- 
bers. The combine supported me to a man in this 
matter all the way through. 


‘Tle Fights Naughton. 


HILE feeling in this friendly mood, the 
W combine passed. some more bills for my 
ward. Then came Naughton’s troubles. 

When he refused to answer the grand jury’s 
questions, I was in favor of ousting Naughton as 
Assistant Clerk of the House. But I was asked 
not to start such an agitation then. A Mr. Hill 
and Sheridan Webster and others told me it 
might endanger the chances of the free bridge bill 
if I did. After that I didn’t think it was policy te 
do so until Naughton was convicted. I introduced 
the resolution to oust him then, and everybody 
knows the excitement that followed. 

But it seemed te have a good effect on the Pub- 
lic Improvements Committee, because they com- 
menced reporting out more street improvement 
bills than usual. They reported and passed all the 
Street improvement bills for my Ward, except 
one for the improvement of Lawrence avenue, 
and this called for asphalt. 

I was not surprised that this bill was not passed, 
as the House has passed only one Dill for the 
improvement of a street with asphalt the entire 
session. This was for the improvement of Ar- 
senal street. This was passed early in the ses- 
Sion, before the story was printed that W. R. 
Coyne had demanded of an asphalt company that it 
pay 2 cents a square for the passage of asphalt 
bills, instead of 10 cents a square, as, it was sajd, 
they formerly did. I know nothing about the 
facts in this matter myself. When I say asphalt, I 
include bitulithic, for no bills calling for this ma- 
terial were passed either. Only bills calling for 
brick streets were passed by the combine,

HE recent happen- 
je ings in the House of 
Delegates ought to 
furnish a useful object les- 
son to the citizens of St. 
Louis. I do not think that 
the trouble is primarily in 
the personnel of the mem- 
bership of the House, but 
it lies deeper. It is in the 
vicious system provided by 
the Charter, which the city 
has outgrown, just as the 

State of Missouri has out- 
grown its Constitution, as | 
shown in the eight amend- § , in 
ments which we are to vote upon at the coming elec- 
tion. 

The members of the Municipal ssembly are 
charged with duties which are not properly matters 
of legislative policy, but are essentially details of 
administrative management, which should be in 
charge of officials giving their entire time to their 
duties. 

This is illustrated by the very case out of which 
these present scandals arose. <A citizen desiring to 
conduct the business of a garage found it necessary 
to have an.ordinance passed. Such a matter should 
have been determined by an administrative official 
or board, under rules or a system provided by the 
Municipal Assembly. This is now the case when a 
citizen wishes a permit to build a house. He applies 
for such a permit, and on coniplying with the condi- 
tions precedent, provided by ordinance, receives it as 
a matter of course. 

Franchises should be sold to the highest bidder, 
where this is practicable, but in all cases of mu- 
nicipal grant should be preceded by an investigation, 
and approval of a judicial or quasi-judicial authori- 


ty. 
FRANCHISES MAKE 
ALL OUR SCHOOLS. 

This distinction is illustrated by the fact that prac- 
tically all our municipal scandals have been connect- 
ed in some way with the grant ¢gf privileges or fran- 
chises, or awarding of contract4#{, wherefrom individ- 
uals were expecting to make a personal profit. 

On the other hand, in the ¢#trictly public businegs 
enacted by the municipality, there has been compara- 
tively no scandal. We may, $f course, find errors of 
judgment, stich as are incidjnt to any kind of hu- 
man legislation. This distinction is illustrated in the 
exercise of the comprehensive taxing power of the 
Municipal Assembly. 

Thus, it has the pewer, in selecting the subjects 
of license taxation, to tax a business or occupa- 
tion, or to leave it untaxed, that is, exempt it from 
taxation. This power has bee exercised on the 
whole with a wise conservatism. 

The Municipal Assembly has a yery extraordinary 
power, not vested in gny other pa ype body in 
the State, of determining the rate oY taxatien of t 








“property of merchants and manufacturers, controlle 


by the City Charter, yet this rate has remained -un- 
changed for a period of 3 years. The Assembly also 
fixes the rate of taxation on all property under the 
constitutional limit, yet it uniformly follows at the 
advice of the city financial officers. 


SCHOOL BOARD 
OBJECT LESSON. | 
An pbject lesson of what a legislative body ought 
to be is illustrated by comparing the present Board 
of Education with its predecessor... The administra- 
tive business of the Board is transacted by paid of- 
ficials,. while the policy is determined by citizens, who 


esteem it an honor to serve in the position without , 


compensation. 
The cure for these scandals, therefore, is to re- 


move the source of them. That is, to make the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly strictly a legislative body, determin- 
ing the rules and system under which all municipal 
permits shall be granted by administrative officials. 

Such a body should be truly representative of all 
the people, and it is possible that some form of pro- 
portional representation, as was recently recommend- 
ed by one of the ward associations would be advis- 


able to this end.

now. but it is pretty hard to expect them to work for 
$25 a month.

St. Louis ministers disagree as to the 
interpretation of the Rev. Dr. C. L. 
Goodell’s advice to young men in New 
York not to enter the ministry. They 
agree that no young man should at- 


tempt to preach uniess' imperatively 


called; they differ as to whether that 
was exactly what the Rev. Dr. Goodell 
meant. 

The. Rev. Dr. S. H. Wainwright, pre- 
siding elder of this district of the South- 
ern Methodist Church, says the Rev. 
Dr. Goodeli's ‘‘view of the ministry is 
degrading.’’ Other Protestants declared 
that his intention was to emphasize the 
necessity for a special call to preach 
and agreed with him. 

Advises Men to Enter Business. 

The Rev. Dr. Goodell is pastor of Cal- 
vary Methodist Church in New York. 
At a meeting of the Ministers’ N#tional 
Assistance Society Wednesday he is 
quoted in press dispatches as saying: 

“T have been going up and down this 
land and telling the young men that 
they had better keep out of the minis- 
try. I tell them that if they can sell 
calico, woolens, coal or iron, or prac- 
tice law or anything else, and can read 
their titles clear to mansions in the 
skies, apart from any connection wh 
the Gospel, and if they can feel they 
have all God has for them, why, do 
that other thing, of course. 

“Recauge if you don’t, I tell them, 
pretty soon if you go into the ministry, 
you will find your former classmate, 
who you thought didn’t know any more 
than you did, drawing $650,000 a year and 
taking trips to Europe and owning a 
big red automobile, and you are going 
to feel unhappy. 

‘But, I tell them, if you can't keep 
your soul alive any other way and you 
wouldn't exchange your place in the 
ministry for any other on earth, then 
go in, for it is the only place you will 
be happy.”’ 

SALARIES FROM $600 TO $7500 

The salaries of St. Louls ministers 
range from $600 to $7500 a year. Those 
who get $5000 or more are very rare, 
and admittedly are men whose remun- 
eration would be much higher in other 
work. 

Discussing 
statement, the 
said: 

“The Rev. Dr. Goodell speaks of Sal- 
ary and happiness as essential to a 
minister’s life. That view of the min- 
istry is degrading. Whether a young 
man shall become a minister is a ques- 
tion of moral obligation, based on_- his 
personal relation to Christ. If he feels 
personally obligated to Him, he 
shouldn’t consider the difficulties or 
temptations or the remunerations. 

“If the early preachers in this coun- 
try had considered such things they 
could never have laid the moral founda- 
tions for this commonwealth, because 
they received hardly enough salary to 
keep body and soul together, and their 
lot was not happy. But they felt an 
irresistible call and obeyed. 

“The question of salary is not an im- 
portant question now, because ministers 
generally are underpaid. The skilled 
laborer, without a university education, 
without an office, without the expense 
of maintaining a Mbrary, often recelves 
more than a minister or lawyer. 

“Over and above the matters of in- 
clination, opportunity and ability a min- 
ister must have a definite call to go 
forth as Christ’s servant. ‘The question 
of salary can’t effect him when he has 
that call.”

Mrs. Reavey was married t») her ires- 
ent husband last year, after she was di- 
vorced from anotker blind man.,. They 
have a nice little home and both are 
good musictaus, as are many bind peo- 
ple, and neither has the slightest feel- 
ing of dependenée on “‘seeing”’ tolks. 

The wife has a comfortable mveome 
from a private source, anéd-the husdand 
is the big. broad-shouldered, clerical 
looking person who sells papers at the 
City Hall, and has an extensive ac- 
quaintance among politicians. 

Before the guests came Mrs. Reavey 
and her blind assistant went over the 
house carefully and put it in order. They 
swept every inch of the floors, and hung 
sweet-smelling flowers where they would 
do the most good. 

“Swept?” 

How do blind wemen sweep? 

It’s easy as falling off a log, to hear 
one of them tell about it. They just 
take off their shoes and feel the floor 
with their feet. If there is any dirt 
they will find it as surely as a well- 
trained dog will find a dead bird. They 
don’t have to see things. 

Both in Evening Dress. 

The house being in order and ‘‘Char- 
ley” at home with his contributions, he 
and his wife put on their evening clothes 
and waited for the guests. 

Yes, evening clothes. 

Blind people are as fastidious in their 
dress as you are. Mr. KReavey would 
scorn to be seen wearing a soiled collar 
or a necktie not in the mode, and his 
shoes are always polished. And as for 
Mrs. Reavey, she is the perfection of 
neatness and an expert needlewoman. 

It was raining that evening and some 
of the guests were soaking wet when 
they arrived. 

Why didn’t they carry umbrellas? 

A blind man can’t use an umbrelia 
unless he is walking with a “seeing” 
person. The covering over his head in- 
terferes with his hearing. 

‘Let me start out with a rain-stick,’ 
says Mr. Reavey, “and it’s a cinch I'll 
bump into every post in a block and 
lose myself. Without one I hit the cen- 
ter of the sidewalk and hold it ti 1 
get where I want to go. It’s a funny 
thing, but a blind man has to have his 
ears open and no sounding-board over 
them if he wants to keep his bearings. 


Doesn't Count His Steps. 
“Do I count my steps? How foolish! 


If I did it would take me two, days 
to walk a city block. Say I am walking 
ajong Market street, and meet you. 
You say: ‘Hello, Charley,’ and I see 
who you are—that is, I see you with 
my ears—and I stop and pass the time 
of day, and maybe we go in and have 
some mineral water. By that time I 
have lost count and have to go back 
to the corner and begin over again. 

“Then I meet Mayor Wells or Gov. 
Francis or Wiliam Jennings Bryan, 
and it is the same thing over again. I 
can tell where I am by the sound of my 
feet on the sidewalk, and what sort 
of buildings there are around me. I set 
with my ears, I tell ydu.”’ 

In addition to the Beer and the other 
refreshments at the Reavey reception 
there were choice cigars, and the blind 
men enjoyed them. 

“That foolish old lie that I read be- 
fore I lost my sight about a man who 
is blind not being able to enjoy a 
smoke makes me tired,”’ said one of 
the sightless guests. 

Best Judge of Tobacco. 

“Somebody wrote it and some other 
fool printed it and you can't stop it. 
It will go on forever, like that brook 
Tennyson wrote about. A blind man is 
the best judge of tobacco to be found, 
just as he is the best judge of character, 
A man asked me once why I smoked. 
He said he couldn't téil what sort of 
cigar Ne was smoxing in the dark. 
I asked him why, then, he did not 
smoke stogies instead of 15-cent cigars, 
He never answered. 

“T can tell a scoundrel or a decen: 
man by the sound of his voice as soon 
as I hear it. If a man’s voice doesn’t 
sound right to me I won't have any- 
thing to do with htm.

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In its capacity as an investigator as well as 
a purveyor of information and an advocate of 
sound principles, the Post-Dispatch recently un- 
dertook to throw some light upon the locally cele- 
brated institution known as “the big cinch.” 


Is this big cinch a fact or a joke? Is there such 


a thing or is it merely a figure of speech? Is it 
truth or is it slang? Is the big cinch a product 
of the dreamy subconsciousness of a great city or 
is it an entity that can be laid hold of and dealt 
with in a practical way? 

These and other questions were propounded by 
the Post-Dispatch to many prominent men, most 
of whom declined to make specific answers. Some 
of them treated the matter humorously, while 
others were moved to acerbity and sarcasm. No 
one assumed to name the members of the coterie, 
if coterie there be, but most of those who talked 
upon the subject favored the opinion that the 
number is large. 

A fact well understood in the scientific world 
is that imaginary evils are sometimes more diffi- 
cult to cure than real ones. When an individual 
falls a victim to delusions great care and skill 
are necessary to his healing. When a city or 
a nation becomes obsessed, what elixir shall be 
administered and what treatment shall be ap- 


plied? 
It is the popular belief in St. Louis that the big 


| cinch is a group of wealthy and powerful men who 


control most of the public activities of the town 
in their own interest. When anything goes wrong 
the big cinch is to be held accountable. It is 
supposed to control politics, finance, government, 
society and to some extent public opinion. It is 
personified greed and yet the persons are not 


identified. 
These conditions are objectionable in many 


w-ys, but chiefly so for the reason that they en-- 


courage an idle and slovenly habit of thought or 
the part of the people. If St. Louis have masters 
of this description it is important that their 
names be known and their responsibility fixed. 
If the whole thing be a phantasm it should be ex- 
posed and forgotten as speedily as possible. 

Every community has its rich, enterprising and 
self-seeking men. They come to the front in 
many affairs as naturally through the popular 
habit of looking to them for action as through 
any assertion of their own. They have money, 
they have influence and they have followers. No 
big cinch can operate alone. There must be 
battalions of little cinches in its train. 

If there be such a thing as a big cinch, the 
Post-Dispatch would say that its membership 
is probably confined to five and that it certainly 
does not exceed ten. No genuine big cinch can 
be conducted on the town meeting principle. It 
must be an inner group. It must operate through 
others in constantly widening circles. 

In considering this question it should be noted 
that there is a bias of wealth. Riches do not 
necessarily confer either wisdom or openness of 
mind. In too many cases they have a narrowing 
and dwarfing effect upon their possessors. To 
see nothing except through the distorted visicn of 
interest, to be unmindful or reckless of others, 
to regard as desirable only that which adds to 
one’s own wealth or power and to confuse in- 
extricably one’s personal welfare with the welfare 
of the public are all faults often found in the 
rich. 

The people of St.. Louls would have less to say 
on the subject of the big cinch if men of great 
wealth were less obviously inclined to look upon 
public enterprises as mere tenders to their own. 
The need here as elsewhere is for an occasional 
rich man who in the days of his business activity 
will be able to lend a hand without asking: Will 
it pay? and for an occasional rich man who will 
notori6usly sacrifice something in behalf of the 
public. 

It is not enough to be generous when death is 
at hand and the glories of earth are fading, or 
even when, late in life, one has wearied of the 
gume of getting and holding. What is needed is 
once in a while an exhibition of public spirit that 
costs instead of always a manifestation of public 
spirit that grasps. There have been such ex- 
amples in the past. There should be others now 
and always. A republic whose citizens are some- 
times asked to die for it and which has never yet 
appealed to them in vain, might naturally expect 
on occasion to find men of large means who would 
engage actively and honestly in movements that 
they knew to be injurious to themselves, though 
helpful to others. 

The St. Louisans popularly identified with the 
big cinch have themselves to blame if their fel- 
low citizens find in their public operations evi- 


dvunces of private greed and of only incidental pub- 


hb: benefits. Let them look te it. They have 
forgotten something. They have been too intent 
upon their own. They have lost a good deal that 
is worth having. They have awakened suspi- 
cions which they will not easily allay. If it be 
pewer that they covet they may see it pass to 
other hands. If wealth alone be their aim, let 
them have a care that better and wiser men 4o not 
dispute with them for supremacy. 

No matter what the big cinch may bé and no 


natter in what jest its popular designation may 


have originated, its putative members have at 
least this solemn truth to meditate upon: They 
have impressed the people as, first of all, ava- 
Nea ‘and incidentally as arrogant. The

Kikkwood’s campaign over the Town Marshal 
divides attention with the St. Louis dog show. 
Residents of that charming village complain of 
too many unlicensed dogs at large and of a 
Marshal who will not kill them off. Consequently 
the Marshal is confronted by a reform ticket and 
aq opponent who promises to do his full duty if 
elected. 

Yet the sympathies, and perhaps votes, of many 
will abide with the humane and lax incumbent 
who cannot find it in his heart t9 shoot a dog be- 
cause it has no license. Dog is man’s best friend, 
license or no license, and traditionally the un- 
licensed dog of low degree is the special chum of 
p:cturesque and amiable town marshals, loving 
them next only to vagabonds and town drunkards. 

We suspect that it was a reform candidate for 
Town Marshal on an anti-dog platform whom the 
poet Goldsmith’s dog bit. It will be remembered 
that it was the dog, rather than the man, that 
died from the effects of the bite. 

There are other. ways of killing a dog than by 
pouring hot Dutter down his throat: There are 
other ways of getting rid of the friendly beast 
than by having the marshal shoot him in the 
street on sight, in a country town, because he 
wears no license. And as for canning him, a 
good many kindly men would rather “can” a re- 
form candidate for marshal and take their chances 


with the dog. 
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SHUTTING ANARCHY OUT OF THE MAILS. 

The Postoffice Department has excluded a no- 
torious anarchistic publication of Paterson, N. J., 
from the mails, action which should have been 
taken long ago. 

While the postal authorities have been exceed- 
ingly vigilant in rejecting periodicals against 
which there was a suspicion of immorality or 
illegitimacy they have shown no disposition here- 
tofore to deal severely with newspapers advo- 
cating murder and revolution. Their reluctance 
to move in such cases has been due, perhaps, to 
the fact that ail unietisatinta have claimed to 
Le exercising political rights. 

If the right of a free press is not abused when 
assassination is preached, then the right of a free 
ballot is not menaced in any way when ballot 
boxes are stuffed or destroyed. Rights are neith- 
er gained nor preserved by such means. There 
1.ould soon be no rights and no freedom for any- 
body if criminals and revolutionists were per- 
mitted to operate without restraint. 

There are several newspapers in this country 
vhose aim is lawlessness. The Government is 
under no obligation to distribute at unprofitable 
rates janie: naman which menace its very life. 
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OPPOSING OR HELPING PROHIBITION. 

It occurs to the Post-Dispatch that Mr. Charles 
J Maurer’s complaint because a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination -for-Governor of Mis- 
souri who says he is opposed to prohibition 
would not resist the submission of the question to 
a vote of the people, is not’ well founded. 

Political parties and politicaY leaders will not 
go far in this country if they_resist popular judg- 
ments on matters of policy. It is not in the power 
Oo” any one man or any small number of men to 
provide for an expression of opinion in affairs of 
this kind. The vote must follow an act of the 
representatives of the peopl: and the people them- 
selves must decide what the policy shall ‘be. 

Many a man is opposed to prohibition on prin- 
ciple who, in office, would not venture to oppose 
a formidable movement to submit the issue to a 
popular vote. Probably one ofthe surest ways 
to fix that restrictive policy upon the State would 
b:: for its adversaries t> assume the attitude which 
Mr. Maurer holds with so much force. 

Men who aspire to the governorship and are 
honest an@ courageous enough to say plainly 
that they are opposed to prohibition have said 
enough. They mean that they will antagonize the 
idea until it shall have been legally established. 
Iz put into force over their objections they cannot, 
2’: Governor, in good conscience do anything else 
than execute the law.

LONG GAME AT WASHINGTON. 
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LEARNING FROM ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 

As one of the first of the land grant railroads 
and the first corporation that was compelled in 
iis charter to recognize the principle of compensa- 
tion, the Illinois Central in its dealings with the 
State illustrates some of the difficulties which at- 
tend the enforcement even of good law. 

In the original charter of the road it was pro- 
vided that 7 per cent of the gross earnings of the 
line then licensed should be paid annually to the 
State. It is now charged that by means of new 
lines much business has been diverted from 
the charter road, diminishing its earnings, and 
that, as a result of smart bookkeeping, the ap- 
parent revenues of the main line have been still 
further decreased. Experts who have gone into 
the matter pretty thoroughly egtimate that on 
a fair system of accounting the road is now in ar- 
rears to the State not less than $15,000,000. 

With the excellent example of the Illinois Cen- 
tral charter before the country it will always be 
a marvel that the people did not generally and 
long ago adopt the principle of compensation for 
valuable grants. In steam and street railways 
alone hundreds of millions might by this means 
have been saved and great scandal avoided. A 
further valuable lesson .is now furnished from the

No less a matter of ge: eral gossip is 
Patterson's personal companion, an 
Englishman, who started not so ver; 
long ago at a salary of $10 a week. 

When traveling in Europe in 19% Mr. 
Patterson picked up in Belfast, Ireland, 
an insighiOcant looking Euglishman 
named Paimer. He was employed by 
Patterson at a few dollars a week as 
f personal attendant. Today he is a di- 
Yector of the National Cash Register 
(o., receives a salary of $20,000 per year, 
is the constant companion of the presi- 
dent, and has more to do with the run- 
ning of the plant than any other one 
man connected with it, because Mr. Pat- 
terson seeks his advice in all matters 
pertaining to his own life and habits 
and business. 

Had Been With Sandow. 

Charles Palmer had been with San- 
dow, the strong man, in some capacity, 
and must have tearned a good deal 
about the laws of health. At least -he 
Knew what was done by strong men 
when they were in training. When he 
met Mr. Patterson the latter was sick. 
Palmer took charge of his diet, and told 
hin what to eat and what not to eat, 
so Mr. Patterson says, with the result 
that to a certain extent Patterson re- 
gained his healh. That was the begin- 
ning of the sway which Palmer has 
since exercised over the destinies of one 
of (America's greatest manufacturing 
establishments. 

Palmer has never become naturalized, 
He is still a subject of Great Britain. 
He talks with a decided English ac- 
cent, and has succeeded in putting into 
play many English ways at the plant. 

All of the big American draft horees 
and heavy trucks were sold and in 
their places the trim, slim, English 
herses were introduced.

No More Lunches, 

All of that has now beén done away 
with. People eat too much, Mr. Patter- 
son said, when he returned from Eu- 
rope. His employes must eat less. 
Butter was bad for the system, he de- 
clared. Butter was therefore tabooed. 
Food must be seasoned a certain way, 
and it was. Breakfast must consist of 
a small amount of cereal and a cup of 
weak tea. And he saw to it that the 
people in his employ ate nothing else 
for breakfast. 

A cup of hot water containing a lit- 
tle pinch of green tea was better for 
one than cold water, declared President 
Patterson. Consequently everywhere 
about the plant one encountered ser- 
vants with hot water and green tea. 
Persons *who had business with the of- 
ficers of the plant discussed business 
matters over a cup of tea. 

If President Patterson was deliver- 
ing a lecture to an audience, he ex- 
cused himself from time to time, while 
he sipped weak tea. A table was placed 
at the rear of the stage, and beside 
it stood an attendant clothed in white, 
serving tea. In the midst of his dicta- 
tion, an officer called for a cup of wea 
tea. It was even served to the men on 
horseback at their morning rides.

Palmer acted as an instructor in rid- 
ing and saw to it that the horses and 
riders acquired expertness, the one in 
sticking on the back of the hors® and 
the other in jumping. 

Naturally all kinds of stories leaked 
out about the riders. Some of the offi- 
cers had never been on a horse before 
and knew nothing about riding. That 
did not make any difference. They must 
take the hurdles. Sprained legs and

One story Is to the effect that an 
officer who despised riding tried to get 
out of it on the ground that he was 
threatened with appendicitis. 

“Send that man to the hospital and 
have his appendix removed and have 
him back here riding within 30 days,’ 
was the reply of Mr. Patterson. 

The other day a citizen who owns 
land adjoining the cash register plant 
objected to the horsemen riding across 
his ground. They were compelled to 
cross the strip or.encounter consider- 
able hard streets in getting to the 
stables. That nettled Mr. Patterson. 
and he said he guessed he could get 
along without his men riding across 
anybody's land. 

He gave orders to cover the floor of 
Welfare Hall, a splendid one for dan- 
cing purposes, by the way, with earth 
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and tanbark. He would have his men 
ride indoors. But the earth slipped on 
the hard floor and the horses could not 
stand up. 

Took Out Dancing Floor. 

“Take that floor out,’ was the next 
order, aud working ali night, a force 
of 300 men created a riding academy 
in Welfare Hall. Today, to the peals 
from a $25,000 nipe organ, the finest one 
in this part of the. State, thirty or 
forty men go through cavalry maneu- 
vers in Welfare Hall. 

When he Is in Dayton, Mr. Patterson 
lives at an estate in the suburbs, called 
Far Hills. It {s a magnificent home, 
built in a forest overlooking the city. 
ten thousand electric lights scattere. 
through the woods present the picture 
of a fairyland at night. The house oc- 
cuples an open space of half an acre, 
and at night the space is as brilliantly 
lighted as qne cf the main street# ef the 
city, and armed guards patrol the 
grounds. But that is another story. 

President Patterson some time agu 
asked the Sheriff of this county to al- 
low him to employ a number of deputy 
Sheriffs to guard his home. A ifumber 
of men were sworn in as deputy sheriffs, 
and. they are now doing guard duty for 
Mr. Patterson. Tney ar? armed with 
the latest style guns and uniformed 
They are mounted on bobtailed horses 
and the clatter of the hoofs when the 
cavalcade moves is bewildering. 

At times Patterson and Palmer ride 
into the country along the _ splendid 
pikes at night, seated side by side in 
a carriage. Upon the box by the side o*% 
a driver, with a gun across his lap. sits 
a guard. Following the carriage at reg- 
ulation distance are guards mounted on 
horses, each carrying a gun. 

Upon the return the gates of the lodge 
are thrown open at the command of the 
cavalry officer and as they swing pon- 
derously and permit the caharisoned 
throng to march in one ts reminded <c*% 
the days of old. All that would be neces: 
sary to complete a picture of feudal 
days and ancient castles would be a 
drawbridge and a- moat. 

No one here knows whether President 
Patterson's life or Charles Palmer's life 
has ever been threatened. This is ° 
law-abiding community. Life is as safe 
here as anywhere in the world. Prop- 
erty is as secure. The people are even- 
tempered and conservative.

worship.

danger of being invaded by a hostile

} John H. Patterson is no ordinary man. 
The acres and acres of brick buildings 
attest that fact. The thousands and 
hundreds of thousands of cash registers 
that he has sold ali over the world pre- 
clude the possibility of the thought that 
he is a fool. The gigantic undertakings 
that he engages in is evidence of his 
master mind. And Charles Palmer is 
the only man in all the world who has 
ever been able to sway that mind or to 
control John H. Patterson. 

Not long ago a valuable manager of 
Mr. Patterson's, one who was himself 
drawing $72,000 a year salary, had some 
difficulty with Palmer. It came to a 
show down between the manager and 
Palmer. It did not take Mr. Patterson 
very long to determine which should go. 
Palmer is still here. 

Some one criticised Palmer through 
the papers not long ago, and referred 
to the fact that he had risen from a 
salary of $10 a week to a salary of $10,- 
000 a year.

He has a great many things on 
his mind, and can not, it may be, af- 
ford to mince words. In discussing wel- 
fare work, in which his factory at one 
time led. he now refers ‘o it as “hell 
fire work.” and lets it go at that. He 
says his people do not appreciate what 
he did for them—a rather unjst accu- 
sation, but few people want to dispute 
with John H. Patterson. 

At any rate, welfare work has been 
abandoned at the National Cash Regis- 
ter Co. Even the word ‘‘Welfare’’ has 
been torn from the door of the magnifi- 
cent hall erected for the promotion of 
that work and in which is now located 
the riding academy. In its place are the 
three letters, ‘.«. C. R.” 

Meals are still served to the officers 
who take their morning ride, and hot 
tea ‘is ta be had at almost any hour of 
the day in almost any room about the 
plant, but the old-fashioned dinner pail 
is again in evidence. No more welfare 
dances are given, or can be given, as 
girls and horses do not prefer the same 
kind of a floor upon which to waits. 

There are no more stereopticon lec- 
tures to wondering visitors, showing the 
value of welfare work. The estimated 
value to the p'ant of providing warm 
lunches for the girls will have to be re- 
vised. The figures are probably hidden 
away along with thousands and hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
other paraphernalia that was. service- 
able when welfare work was at the

Variety is the keynote of skat and

tion of the player until the student of 
the game finds delight in the diversity 
of play. it demands not only brain- 
work but a thorough control of nerves 
and temper. Once leared it is said that 
one will never give it up and is looked 
upon as a social accomplishment. Those 
who have not mastered the princTpies 
of skat have not attained the height bdf 
present requirements. 

Skat is played with 32 cards and in 
the three-handed game the players are 
called the ‘‘mittlehand,” ‘‘vorhand’ and 
“hinterhand.’’ The object of each Diay- 
er is to accomplish a ¢ertain task or 
“game,” such as to lose each trick, to 
take fewer tricks than any other player, 
the value of the game varying with 
the “game’’ played for. A bank con- 
sisting of two cards which are dealt 
face downward, is at the disposal of 
the successful bidder. 
‘There are 10 different combinations of 
“games” and the player makes his in- 
dividual selection from the qyestions, 
tournee, grand tournee, guckser, solo 
game, grando, grando ouvert, nullo 
ouvert or ramsch, according to the cards 
which have been dealt to his hand. The 
four jacks are sometimes called ‘‘wen- 
zel’’ and sometimes ‘‘matadores.”’ There 
ig some sort of a mysterious announcing 
of “Schwartz’’ and ‘‘Schneider,’’ both of 
which represent certain ‘‘values.’”’

English Woman’s Trip Is De- 
layed Twenty-Two 
Years.

GREELEY. Colo., April 4-—After 


waiting patiently for 22 years to visit 
the grave of her teacher and friend, 
Mrs. Ellen Bracewell, Dr. Ida Cooke, 
an English woman, arrived from Lon- 
don, having made the journey of 5670 
miles especially for that purpose. Dr. 
Cook says she owes much to Mrs. Brace- 
well, who, when a bride of only 10 
weeks, was killed in a runaway accident, 
22 years ago, near the town of Brace- 
well, named for her husband. 

The Englishwoman took up a hospital 
career, and went to the foreign mission 
field in India after Mrs. Bracewell’s 
death. There her attention was drawn 
to the study of industrial conditions 
among the races of Central Africa. She 
remained until the Boer War, when she 
went to care for the sick on the banks 
of Auake Nyanza. Subsequently she vol- 
unteered for war service, later returning 
to England. 

She then took a walking tour of 300 
miles, and visited the only surviving 
daughter of David Livingstone, in her 
home in Edinburgh. Dr. Cooke also took 
interest in the transportation of emi- 
grants into Canada. 

Her last work was to place an ap- 
peal before the Imperial South African 
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Association of London, of which Sir Gil- 
bert Parker is chairman, to establish u 
memorial to the late ChPistian Victor, 
‘the only member of British royalty

The «. tise Committee on Banking and 
Currency has announced that it will be- 
gin Wednesday a series of public hear- 
ings on the financial bills to last one 
week. Word las been received that St. 
Louis, Chicago and other Western bank- 
ers will send representatives to oppose 
the passage of the Aldrich bill in its 
present form. 

That the Aldrich measure will have a 
hard time in the Committee as well as 
later in the House, is’ indicated by the 
fact that three other measures have 
supporters in the Committee and one of 
these is the bill drawn by a commission 
of the American Bankers’ Association. 
It is this which the Western bankers 
are expected to urge for passage. 

The three bills competing with the 
Aldrich measures are the Fowler bill, 
drawn by the chairman of the House 
Committee on Banking and Currency 
an indorsed by a majority of the Repub- 
lican members of the Committee: the 
Bankers’ Association bill, which is ap- 
proved by Mr. McKinney of Illinois, a 
member of the Banking 
Committee, and the Williams bill, which 
has the support of the Democrats of 
the Committee and of the House. 

All of the measures, like the Aldrich 
bill, seek to furnigh an emergency cur- 
rency which will give relief in times of 
stringency. The Fowler and the Wil- 
liams -bills go further and provide for 
a virtual reorganization of the financial! 
system. 

‘To aid the Aldrich bill by making it 
appear as merely 2 temporary measure 
pending a complete reorganization of 
the banking methods of the country, 
Senator Du Pont Thursday introduced 
a resolution in the Upper House pro- 
viding for the appointment of a finan- 
cial commission to investigate and re- 
port at a later session a new banking 
plan. This commission idea has the 
support of Senator Aldrich, the Repub- 
lican leader of the Senate. 

The main features of the various pend- 
ing measures are as follows: 

Aldrich Bill’s Leading Features. 

National banks with circulating notes 
outstanding secured by United States 
bonds to an amount not less than 50 per 
cent of their capital stock and surplus, 
‘May issue additional notes with mu- 

cipal, county, State, Philippine, Porto 

Rico and Manila bonds as security. 

The total of notes issued by any bank, 
secured both by United States bonds and 
by other bonds, shall not. exceed the 
eapital and surplus of the bank and the

Its far-reaching effect is due to the 
varied interests of the big financiers, 
most of whom are directors in banks 
and in scores of other corporations. For 
instance, a bank in which George Gould 
is a director could not hold either stock

Fowler Bill's Features. 

The present bond-secured bank notes 
are to be retired as rapidly as possible. 
Their place will be taken by bank notes 
unsecured by the deposit of any kind of 
bonds. 
bank to double its unimpaired capital 
stock. 

As a substitute for bond security a 
bank desiring to issue notes shall pxyv 
into the Federal Treasury an amount of 
money equal to 5 per cent of its aver- 
age deposits during the preceding six 
months, plus another amount equal to 
5 per cent of the notes it proposes to is- 
sue. 

As an addition to the fund thus cre- 
ated each bank issuing notes shall pay

also to pay the expenses of the bank su- 
pervision system provided by the Dill. 
Any bank in a reserve city shall keep 
money on hand equal to 2% per cent o! 
its note issue and banks-not in reserve 
cities shall keep 15 per cent on hand. 
Any bank with $50,000 paid up capital 
and the required legal surplus may act 
as a guardian, administrator, trustee or 
executor. 

After the guaranty fund shall equal 
$25,000,000, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall deposit all Government re- 
ceipts in certain national banks he may 
designate, evenly distributed over the 
country, and thereafter all debts due the 
United States and all debts owing by 
the United States may be paid up by 
certified check or draft upon any na- 
tional bank. 

The Fowler bill also directs that the 
country shall be divided into bank note 
redemption districts, not to exceed 20. 
The national banks in each district shall 
organize by electing a board of eight 
managers. The board shall elect a ninth 
member who shall be a deputy comp- 
troller of the currency and preside over 
the board that elects him. 

The board shal! appoint a receiver for 
any bank that fails in its district. It 
shall appoint bank examiners for its 
district and examination under . the 
Comptrolier of the Currency shall be 
made only when he, believes special con- 
ditions necessitate it. The deputy comp- 
troller in each district shall have all the 
authority and duties In his district now 
imposed upon the comptroller.

to 12% per cent of its capital by paying 
— ie ry installment a semi-an- 
nual tax of 2Z r cent. 
The total sinned of notes issued by 
any bank, whether bond-secured or not, 
must not exceed its capital stock. 
A guaranty fund for the guaranteed 
credit notes is provided as a substitute 
for the bond security as follows: 
A bank in a reserve city must keep 
money on hand equal to % per cent of 
its guaranteed credit notes outstanding 
and banks not in reserve cities must 
keep money equal to 15 per cent of its 
notes. If the bank is in a reserve city 
it may keep one-half its reserve on de- 
posit in a bank in a reserve city, and 
any bank outside a reserve city may 
keep three-fifths of its reserve on de- 
posit in a reserve city bank. 
The taxes on guaranteed credit notes 
shall algo go into the guaranty fund. 
In addition any bank taking out guar- 
anteed credit notes must deposit in the 
Federal Treasury money equal to o per 
cent of the amount of notes if proposes 
to issue. This deposit will be refunded to 
all the benks making it as soon as the 
total guaranty fund equals 5 per cent of 
all the guaranteed credit notes out- 
standing from all bankg;: 
When any bank fails its guaranteed 
credit notes shall be paid out of the 
guaranty fund and the amount thus 
taken, from the guaranty fund shall be 
recovered by the Government from the 
assets of the failed bank. 

Williams Bill Features. 
This measure was introduced by John 
Sharp Williams of Mississippi, the mi- 
nority leader of the House. It provides 
that the Government shall issue “‘United 
States emergency Treasury notes’ to 
any national, State or savings bank or 
to a trust company depositing intercon- 
vertible bonds with the nearest sub- 
treasury. Banks getting such notes shal! 
pay one-eighth of 1 per cent monthly 
the second four months and 1 per cent 
a month thereafter. The bonds which 
may be offered as security for such 
notes include Government, State and 
municipal bonds, and it is provided trat 
any bank may keep 5? per cent of its re- 
serves in such bonds. 
Government deposits shall be made in 
both national and State banks and the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall ask for 
bids, the deposits going to the banks 
offering the highest rates of interest. 
The banks obtaining deposits shall fur- 
nisly Government, State -or municipal 
bonds as security. : 
A tax of one-sixteenth of 1 per cent 
shall be’ levied semiannually upon the 
deposits of consenting banks, to create 
and maintain a fund of $15,000,000, to 
guarantee deposits in the banks submit- 
ting to the tax. No bank is required to 
pay this tax, but cannot get the benefil 
of the guaranty of deposits unless: it 
does. 
It is made a misdemeanor, punishable 
by fine and thirty days’ imprisonment, 
for any bank officer or director to logan 
money for stock or produce gambling. 
Banks are forbidden to loan money to 
any concern whose liabilities, including 
his loan, would exceed one-tenth of its 
capital stock. No bank shall make loans 
in excess of seven times its capital and 
surplus.

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Platt, Depew and Others Bid 
Farewell to Famous ‘‘Amen 
Corner.”’ 





NEW YORK,April 4.—At midnight to- 
night the Fifth Avenue Hotel, one of the 
most famous hostelries of the city, end- 
ed its existence of half a century, but 
not until the old-timers had once more 
sat upon the plush-covered seats in the 
“Amen corner’ and once more breathed 
an acquiescent ‘‘Amen” to the words of 
the “Easy Boss,”’ whose political plans 
there promulgated, gave the spot world- 
renown. 

In the old days Tom Platt was secret- 
ive. Tonight he confessed that the Amen 
corner had ‘‘made and unmade Presi- 
dents."’ 

Brought to the entrance in a wheel- 
chair, and assisted by a friend on either 
side, Senator Platt tottered to the Amen 
corner and again heard the shouts of 
“Platt, Platt, Platt.’’ The aged Senator 
was palpably affected, but managed to 
speak for some moments to the crowd 
that surged about him and which was 
kept from pressing closely upon the sa- 
cred spot only by a cordon of police. 

Senator Platt, in a voice that was 
uncertain at times, though his eyes 
flashed ag keenly as ever, said: 

“Any effort, the very slightest, to ex- 
press what I feel at the thought of 
the removal of the historic landmark 
which was my home all of 30 years 
would compel me to take my seat in 
silence, so I must avoid that subject 
and assume a cheerfulness which I do 
not feel. 

“I shall not take the time to consider 
whether the changes that have latterly 
occurred are reforms or otherwise. At 
all events, nobody can take away from 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel the fame that 
it enjoyed for years, and as the place 
where from every city and country in

“I’m so sorry it’s over with,” she said 
to Engineer John T. Still, when the train 
came to a standstill. ‘‘This has been 
the jolliest hour of my whole life. I 
Suess I’m the onky President’s daughter 
who ever ran an engine.”’ 

It was just before the train pulled out 
from Newnan that Miss Roosevelt ap- 
proached the engine. Engineer Still lift- 
ed her to the seat near him. 

Engineer’s Suggestion. 

“I suppose you'd like to run the Mo- 
gul?’’ he asked. « 

“If you would be good enough to let 
me,’” answered Miss Ethel, eagerly. A 
minute later her palm closed over the 
throttle. 

“Now pull open the lever,” said the 
engineer. Miss Ethel pulled, and off 
rol'ed the train. About 10 miles out from 
Newnan a road crossing appeared. 

“Give two long and two short whis- 
tles,"" he said to her.

CHICAGO, Apri) 4—Charles G. Dawes, 
former Comptroller of the Currency, as 
a representative of the banks other 
than national banks, gave out a state- 
ment today in reply to the resolutions 
passed yesterday by the members of the 
Chicago Clearing House Association at- 
tacking the provisions of the Aldrich 
bill. Mr. Dawes says in his statement: 

“A time such as the present, when a 
period of liquidation is going on and 
when cash is accumulating and will con- 
tinue to accumulate in the banks; a 
time when there is more money in the 
country fthan is needed Yor business, as 
will be the case dunsng the balance of 
this year, is the only time when the re- 
adjustment of cash reserves can be 
mude without a disastrous effect upon 
business. 

“The error which is being made at the 
present time by those whe are most 
strenuously opposing this change in the 
lew is in estimating the amount of cash 
which will have to be withdrawn from 
the reserve cities in order to enabie the 
country banks te comply with the law, 
if it is passed. 

“My judgment is that the passage of 
the provisions of the Aldrich bill relating 
te national bank reserves wil] not result 
in any loss of lawful money from the 
central reserve or other reserve cities to 
the country banks. 

“On the ether hand, after the passage 
of this bill, money will continue to flow 
as it is at present, owing to the reserve 
cities.”

WESTERNERS IN REVOLT 
New Men Will Not Be Led 
Blindly and Vote as 
Few Dictate. 








WASHINGTON, April 4.—Real appre- 
hension is felt by the Senate oligarchy 
which for so long has ruled affairs in 
the upper house of Congress. This ap- 


prehension is due to two causes. Death 


is taking off in appalling fashion those 


who have believed in the divine right 
of the organizatien to shape legislation, 
ang the influx of new members is hav- 
ing its effect. As a result there is a 
well-defined movement to depose the 
leaders whose nod has made or unmade 
lgéws. The hour for Aldrich, Allison, 
Hale and the others is declared to have 
struck. 

The rebellidn started when the young- 
er Senators came in. Vigorous, with a 
well-formed idea that a Senator was a 
man whose vote should be considered 
carefully before it was cast, they did 
not take readily to the program that 
long has obtained. They objected, indi- 
idually, to being led’ blindly. Tha, young- 
ef Senators, especially those from the 
West, are the active members of the 
movement. Here is the line-up of the 
opposition: 

OUTAND-OUT. “REBELS.” 
Brown, 
Borah, Bourne, 
Burkett, Beveridge. 

TENTATIVE “REBELS.”

La Follette First “Rebcl.” 

Senator La Follette gave heart to the 
movement when he came into the Sen- 
ate. Had the Wisconsin man not: been 
fll in the early part of the session it 
is altogether likely that the revolt would 
have been crystallized. As it is, the mat- 
ter only has been deferred. 

Three leaders of the battle against 
the old regime have become known as 
the “Busy Bs.’’ They are Borah, Bur- 
kett and Brown. Besides, Bourne, as 
the only and original ‘‘Roosevelt-second- 
elective-term”-man, believes it his duty 
to assail the men who have blocked 
White House policies. Possibly Bever- 
ldge, too, might be mentioned in con- 
nection with the others. He has been 
giving encouragement lately to the op- 
position.

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Illinois. Restaurants Get Notice 
to Tell Truth About 
Butter. 








CHICAGO, April 4—Menu cards bear- 
ing the inscription ‘‘Oleomargarine Is 
Used for Butter,’ or large placards on 
the walls stating “Substitute for Butter 
Is Served Here,” soon will be found in 
every restaurant and hotel in Illinois 
where butterine is served. 

Notice to this effect will be issued to 
restaurant keepers through the annual 


report of the Illinois State Food Com- 


mission, soon to be distributed. The rul- 
ing was made by Food Commissioner A. 
H. Jones after a conference with State 
Dairy Commissioner H. E. Schuknecht 
and State Chemist T. J. Bryan, and is 
in line With the crusade against the ille- 
gal sale of renovated butter and oleo- 
margarine recently started by the State 
Commission. 

“Restaurant keepers can evade this 
ruling only by informing patrens ver- 
bally that pure butter is not served,’’ 
said Mr. Jones. 

Mr. Bryan has completed analyses of 
90 samples of suspected butter obtained 
by Inspectors McLaughlin and Fox. Vir- 
tually all these samples. proved to be 
either butterine or renovated butter. 
Members of the commission declared 
they were giving every one an oppor- 
tunity to conform with the law, but that 
prosecutions soon would follow wher- 
ever violations were found. Samples 
have been collected throughout the State 
and wholesale arrests, it is said, will be 
made during the early part of April. 
“One of the principal reasons why we 
are going after the ‘oleo’ dealers is that 
public health is endangered by the Iille- 
gal sale of butterine,”’ said Comrmhnis- 
sioner Schuknecht. ‘‘We do not wish to 
interfere with legitimate trade in oleo- 
margarine, but we wish to drive the 
‘moonshiners’ out of business. 

“These men buy the uncolored product 
and take it to filthy barns or blind cel- 
lars, where it is mixed with coloring 
fluid. There is no telling how many dis- 
ease germs are transmitted in this way.”’ 
Dr. Bryan, who has been analyzing 
samples obtained from restaurants and 
retail dealers, gave out a simple test by 
which oleomargarine and renovated but- 
ter can be told from the pyre articles. 
It is performed as follows: 

“Place a small plece of the sample to 
be tested in a large iron spoon and heat 
gently over a flame. If the sample 
feams freely on heating, it-is butter, 
while if it sputters and crackles like hot 
grease without foaming, it is oleomar- 
gine or renovated butter. 

“Another way to examine the sample 
is to put it in a small bottle, and then 
place the bottle in boiling water for five 
or six minutes. If the sample is butter 
the curd will have settled, leaving the 
fat perfectly clear, while if it is a sub- 
stitute the fat is cloudy or milky.”

NEW YORK, April 4.—The allied So- 
clalist parties of this city this after- 
noon held a “meeting of protest’”’ in 
Grand Central Palace, at which Robert 
Hunter, millionaire and brother-in-law 
of J. G. Phelps Stokes, Morris Hilquit 
and other party leaders, denounced the 
action. of the police in attacking last 
Saturday’s meeting of the ‘“‘unemployed”’ 
with their riot clubs. 

Inside of the building were scattered 
40 policemen in plain clothes. There 
were expert stenographers and linguists 
and they were ordered te make an ac- 
curate report of everything that was 
said. 
Prepared to Seek Warrants, 

If any incendiary speeches were made, 
they were instructed to leave the hal 
and secure warrants from city magis- 
trates for the speakers on the charge of 
‘inciting to riot,’’ although it was ad- 
mitted by the legal end of the police 
force that such a charge would hardly 
hold. 

The Socialists outgeneraled Bingham 
and his police in forcing today’s meet- 
ing. When it was announced last week 
it would be held, Bingham declared he 
would not permit it. 

And he threatened to call out all of 
his reserves to prevent it. But the 
men interested called his attention to 
the law in the case, with the result that 
he today admitted he had no right to 
interfere if the meeting were conducted 
in an orderly fashion, and he even admit- 
ted that it would be unlawful for him 
to interfere with an overflow mecting, 
if one is held outside, providing that 
traffic is ‘‘not interfered with.’’

Telegram From Former Gov. 
Yates Fails to Open Min- 
ister’s Lips. 








HIS BOOK SUPPRESSED 


It Told of Pardon Board’s Lim- 
‘ited Work and Bad Re- 
sults of Paroles. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHESTER, Ill., April 4—Former Gov. 


Richard Yates rushed a telegram from 
Chicago to Chairman Hill of the legisla- 
tive committee, now investigating the 
management of the Southern Illinois 
Penitentiary, today. It was ntended to 
make Prison Chaplain Rutledge talk in 


regard to the disclosures made in his 
prison book. The book was withdrawn 
from circulation at Yates’ request in 
1904. 

The telegram did not have the desired 
effect. The whitehaired chaplain of 
the Penitentiary remained as much of a 
sphinx as ever regarding the charges 
which he had made regardin§’ the 
abuses of the parole system. He. de- 
clared that, although the telegram from 
the Governor released him from his 
pledge, he still felt bound by the prom- 
ise he had made to E. A. Snively and 
the other members of the prison Pardon 
Board. 

Can’t Break Pledge. 

“I cannot violate my pledged word, 
despite this telegram,” said the minis- 
ter in a trembling voice. He showed 
the effects of the merciless examination 
he passed through at the hands of the 
committee late last night, and was un- 
herved while he was on the stand. 

The'telegram which former Gov. Yates 
sent to Chairman Hill réad as fol- 
lows: 

“If Chaplain Rutledge has any impres- 
sion that I desire or have desired him 
to conceal, anything of any kind at 
any time, he is mistaken. Please show 
him this telegram and say I request 
him to conceal nothing. I never 
asked any appointee of mine to conceal 
anything whatever, and, if Chaplain 
Rutledge thinks that I did so he misun- 
stood me. Chaplain Rutledge is a most 
conscientious man, and I am _=e sure 
would not willing misrepresent me. 

“RICHARD YATES.” 
Extracts From Book. 

Late in the afternoon the committee 
got @ few extracts from Chaplain Rut- 
ledge’s book indicating that Snively and 
other members of the Board of Pardons 
had a strong motive in having the edi- 
tion withurawn entirely from circula 
tion. 

Among the extracts read were the fol- 
lowing: 

“The parole and pardon board never 
will prove a success until the members 
Cevote all their time to the work for 
Which the .State pays them salaries of 
$55C0 a year. 

“If I understand correctly, the joint 
parole and pardon board, composed of 
the same men, spend one day each 
month at the Southern Illinois Peniten- 
tiary, one day at the Joliet Penitentiary, 
and about 11 days during the year at 
Springfield considering pardon cases, 
making in all 35 days work, for which 
they each receive $3500, or $100 per mem- 
ber for each day’s work. They receive, 
ir, addition to their salary, railroad fare 
and traveling expenses. 

Parole Law Condemned, 

“Mr. Snively*can explain how he re- 
ceives an extra salary for doing the 
work of the secretary of the parole 
beard. I do not wonder that he makes 
eloquent pleas for the continuation of 
the parole law. If his arguments are 
true, why do the prison officers, who see 
how the parole law works out, oppose it 
sc bitterly?’ 

The committee will probably hold a 
Sunday session. Chairman Hill is anx- 
ious to finish up his work here so that 
he can move on to some of the other 
important State institutions.

Sentiment in Business. 

That there ts “sentiment in business” 
has been demonstrated by one of the big 
local furniture houses. About two years 
ago this firm announced the inaugura- 


tion of a new plan by which it aimed to 
make easy the burdens of those of its 
customers who had lost by death the 
breadwinner of the family. The plan 
was so novel, and so opposite to the 
practice of the average house doing a 
time-payment business that it was 
looked on skeptically by the people, un- 
til ge 4 began to learn from neighbors 
and friends that it was genuine. 

The plan was, that of the father and 
husband of a family that had been buy- 
ing from the Union House Furnishing 
Company, whose big store is at Bighth 
and Franklin avenue, died before the 
payments due the company had all been 
made, the company agreed to cancel 
all remaining payments and present the 
bereaved family with a clear and full 
receipt. The only condition in the con- 
tract with every customer was that pay- 
ments must have been made for at least 
six months before the death. 

The plan has cost the Union Com- 
pany a large amount of money, but they

Wall to Lauder- 
bach at church services, complimenting 
him on a solo he had sung. 

Dr. P. O. Fancher, a member of the 


choir, told Wilton of seeing the nete 
p@ssed to Lauderbach from Mrs. Wail. 
The communication from Wilton to Mrs. 
Wall, requesting the keys, was delivered 
to Mrs. Wall by Dr. Fancher, who vol- 
unteered to deliver it. 

Separated From Wife, 

The day before the request for 
keys, Lauderbach left East St. Lou 
after a quarrel with his father-in-law, 
W. A. Moody, president of the East 8t. 
Board of Education. This fol- 
lowed an appeal to Mr. Moody by Mrs. 
Lauderbach, formerly Miss Hazel 
Moody, concerning reports of her hus- 
band’s alleged actions. 

Lauderbach returned to East St. Louis 
for a brief visit Saturday night, March 
28, and went to the First M. E. Church, 
where choir practice was in progress. 
Calling Choir Director to an ante-room, 
he demanded ¢he reinstatement of Mrs. 
Wall as organist. 

During the cOnversation, according to 
spectators, Lauderbach exhibited a re- 
volver and said something would hap- 
pen to Dr. Fancher if his demands were 
refused. Dr. Fancher, who was inside 
the church, did not come out or take 
part in the conversation. 


Friends Back Organist. 
Mrs. Wall, who is a member of the 


Schubert Club, East St. Louis’ largest 
musical organization, has many -sup- 
porters in the church. She is 35 years old 
and lives at 527 Washington place. Her 
husband is secretary and treasurer of 
the St. Leuis & O’Fallon Railroad. Mrs. 
Wall’s champions say the controversy 
was started by members who objected 
to Mrs. Wall being paid as organist 
while members of the choir volunteered 
their services. 
_ Dr. Fancher, whe is a veterinary sur- 
geon, joined.the chutch a month ago, 
during the revival held there. He has 
sung in the choir since that time. He 
has been one of the objectors to the 
payment ef a salary to Mrs. Wall. 
Lauderbach and Fancher, both bass 
singers, occupied adjoining seats in the 
choir. During the sermon the organist 
eccupied a seat behind Lauderbach. 
Parl Palmer, who sat next to Fancher, 
says he saw only one note passed. It 
was written on a piece ef paper torn 
_frem a song book and passed inside the 
beok.

With this money the presént building 
Was bought and more than the origina 
outlay for its purchase has since been 
expended in its enlargement and im- 
provement. It was opened Oct. 4, 1853, 
with a public dedication. There were 
then 11 inmates.

A gray mule—her name is not Maude— 
a score of ducks of divers colors, anda 
eroek constitute the origin of a feud that 


exists between the houses of Jacob 
Grossman and Franz Conrad in Belle- 
ville.

Several years ago ducks belonging to 
both families swam the surface of the 
creek.

The war started. Grossman planted 
peach trees on the vacant lot in front of 
h’s house. When Mrs. Conrad tried to 
pull up some of. these trees, she was 
whipped by Mrs. Grossman and Mrs.

‘Then the Conrads conceived the spite 
fence revenge. A fence 10 feet high and 
about 14 feet long was built by the Con- 
rads on the eastern line of the triangu- 
lar lot they claimed. 

Groasman View Obstructed. 

This fence was across the street 
from the Conrad house and did not 
obstruct their view except as to the 
Grossman house. The view from the 
Grossman hause was more ebstructed. 
In the meantime the ducks continued 

etting mixed up and more lawsuits 
ollowed. 

After the ducks had ocupied the 
center of the stage for several years 
the mule made her entrance. 

The mule wandered from the Conrad 
premises and was tempted when she 
saw tender peach blossom buds on the 
trees in front of the Grossman home. 
The mule ate of the buds of the tree 
and Mrs. Grossman drove her into the 
lot at the side of her house. 

When Grossman returned home he

Mrs. Grossman showed in court that 
it waa her husband who was detain- 
ing.

Ducks in the Limelight. 

Some of the Grossman ducks swam 
into the Conrad premises last week 
and Mrs. Grossman sent her son, Vic- 
tor. to shoo them home. Conrads 
would not allow Victor on the prem- 
ises and he had to walk around a 
block to find a place where he could 
shoo from. While he was shooing 
Christ Conrad, scion of the Conrad 
housé, suid things to Victor which 
crused the latter to swear out a war- 
rant for disturbing the peace. Christ 
pleaded guilty to that charge and paid 


his fine.

OUTSWEARS AND THEM 
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is the inevitable penalty of the rough- 
and-ready, blustering manner of such a 
sea dog. It is undeniable that Evans 
does bluster. The time-dishonored 
theory that a brave man must be ex- 
ceptionally modest and retiring, do heor- 
ism by stealth and blush to find it 
fame, never did have a leg to stand on 
and meets its final refutation in Evans. 

When he is going into action he lets 
everybody know it. ‘“T’ll make hell 
smell of garlic when I get down there!”’ 
he said when he was ordered to Chill 
during the war scare of 1891. “I'll make 
Spanish the only language spoken in 
hell,” he announced when he was or- 
dered to Cuba at the beginning of the 
Spanish war. 


Efficient, Thongh Bluff. 

In these ladylike days of ours such a 
sea captain: may be out of date. One of 
Marryat’s heroes would have talked 
just that way. Now we require our 
sailors to follow the example of Geerge 
Washington and are “leery”’ of a hero 
who brags. But it is totally wrong, 
and Evans has proved it. He can blus- 
ter and bluster, and yet be the most 
efficient seaman, the best commander, 
the most cautious and yet ready com- 
mander on the naval list; and he has 
done it. 

This reckless habit of speech was 
born in him, though it has been mod- 
erated somewhat of late years, largely 
as the result of the unmerciful scoring 
he got from Isidor Rayner, now Sena- 
tor from Maryland, in 1901, as a result 
of his boastful line of talk about his 
prowess at Santiago. Still the time 
will ._ never come when piscturesque 
and rought swaggering humor will not 
proceed from Evans on any subject 
that comes uppermost. 

The humorous side of everything ap- 
peals to him. He used te keep a diary 
in which he recorded in breezy fashion 
everything that he saw. Here is an 
extract from it, written fn 1895, when 
he was in London: 

Called Prince “Nigger.” 

“After the party we drove to the 
Zoo, where the Afghanistan Prince was 
having an outing. All the royal Car- 
riages were out, and the Prince and 
Princess of Wales were showing him 
about. They call him a ‘nigger,’ and 
at the same time bow down to him 
and make much of him, for fear of 
what he may do in the East. Funny 
people! The nigger prince at a dinner 
party last week refused to enter the 
drawing-room because of the low 
dresses of the ladies, saying it was 
net decent. When he had to take out 
the lady of the house, he walked two 
yards ahead of her, and wouldn't look 
at her during the dinner. Funny 
nigger!’ “ 

Virginian, Served Union. 

A “nigger” has always remained a 
“nigger” te Fighting Bob, despite his 
long service in Uncle Sam's navy, for 
he was a Virginian to begin with and 
has never ceased to be one. When the 
civil war breke out and the young 
Southerners in the service were called 
upon to make their choice between 
State and nation, Evans followed the 
course of Thomas and not that of Lee. 
He went with the old flag. His 
mother, a Virginian to the cofe, was 
utterly disgusted and humiliated when 
she learned his intention. 

Bhe sent his resignation to the War 
Department at Washington and it was 
accepted. Evans learned of it and 
pulled ali the wires known to man try- 
ing to get back into the service. He 
got back and then his family washed 


j their hands of him. 


About a year after the war~broke out 
on leave, entered an oyster 
house in Washington and saw a tall, 
handsome young fellow who looked at 
him and gave a violent start. It was 
Evan's brother, a Confederate officer. 
The “rebel” Evans knew in an instant 
that his brother would give him into 
custody if he stayed there another mo- 
ment. He aleo knew that “Bob” would 
sive him a chance for his white alley. 
He walked rapidly out of the place, 
sat down and 





The Union Evans ate his oysters as 
slowly as he could, cutting every oyster 
into small pieces, and when the last 
one Was gone he went out and informed 
the provost guard that a rebel officer 
was in town and that in all probability 
his skiff was to be found at such-and- 
such a place. The skiff was there, sure 
enough, but the Confederate Evans had 
just pulled out. He afterward told 
“Bob” that he had the narrowest 
squeeze ef his life, and that if ‘‘Bob”’ 
had eaten one oyster less he would 
have been caught. 

Later on when Robley Evans was 
ordered on the cruise to Fort Fisher 
which has made him walk lame ever 
since, the destination of the fleet was 
kept a complete secret from everybody 
aboard. The first that Evans knew of 
where they were going was the follow- 
ing letter from his brother, sent in un- 
der a flag of truce: 

“We will give you a warm reception 
at Fert Fisher when you get there.’ 
Phe Confederate spies at Washington 
had kept their friends better advised 
than the Union fleet. 

In the at‘ack on Fort Fisher by the 
landing party Evans was shot in the 
right knee by a sharpshooter. While 
he was trying to bandage his knee with

Chicago Teacher Breaks Dr. 
Tanner’s Record; Lost 
Eleven Pounds. 


LONG BEACH, Cal., April 4—Miss 
Etta Pricilla Grove, the pretty Chicago 
school teacher who fasted 41 days, there- 
by breaking the record of Dr. H. 8. 
Tanner, has a record of her experiences 
in an interesting diary she kept punc- 
tiiously during her fast. 

Miss Grove’'s sister started out to keep 
her company during the fast, but she 
fell by the wayside after a few days. 

The thing that surprised the faster 
was when she discovered at one time 
that she actually gained in weight while 


eating absolutely nothing. 

Miss Grove had other startling experi- 
ences, however, not the least of which 
was when she awoke one morning to 
find herself famous. 

Some reporter had discovered her and 
her secret, and his modest little story in 
a Los Angeles paper brought down upon 
her a multitude of newspaper men and 
women. She was very gracious with 
them, although a little frightened at 
first. 

She never refused an interview, al- 
though sometimes it was evidently ex- 
tremely distasteful, especially being 
called up tn the night to tell some skep- 
tical reporter that it was true she was 
fasting. 

Another feature that amused Miss 
Grove was the sudden increase in her 
mail. Ag soon as the papers had told 
the story and that she was fasting for 
her own health she was besieged by 
medicine fakers, health cranks, care-of- 
the-body experts, food cranks, to say 
nothing of hundreds of merely curious 
individuals. 

Miss Grove had only one object in 
view, she declares, in undertaking her 
long fast. It was to cure herself of a 
nervous disorder and get her physical 
system back into normal condition. She 
had fasted several times before, but nev- 
er for more than 10 days. On this oc- 
casion she lost a trifle more than 11 
pounds from first to last, but at the end 
she said that she was never in better 
physical conditton, never felt better, and 
believed that she could continue the fast 
for several days more without dam- 
aging. herself.

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REPUBLICANS 
CONGRESS CURB 
WILLIAMS (DEM) 


Minority Leader’s Alleged Fili- 
bustering Tactics Anger 
Majority. 








WASHINGTON, April 4—When Mi- 
rority Leader Williams, in continuation 
of his filibuster for “remedial legisla- 
tion,’’ today caused a 80-minute roll call 
to be taken on the approval of the jour- 
nal the Republican leaders gave him a 
parliamentary crack over the head, in- 
tended to keep him in a comatose state 


for a while. 

The Republican leaders, through the 
committee on rules, brought in a rule 
which provided that on all general ap- 
propriation bills the House should de- 
cide whether it should agree or dis- 
agree to debate amendments en bloc 
without intervening or filibustering mo- 
tions; and for the rest of the session a 
motion to take a recess shall have prece- 
dence over the motion te adjourn. 


Only Ome Day of Session. 


The latter provision will make but one 
exocutive day from now until next 
June, or whenever the session ends, if it 
is so desired. It will obviate the neces- 
sity, too, of having the journal ap- 
proved each day. As the unapproved 
journal will accumulate as long as the 
filibuster continues, it will be necessary 
at the end of the session, if the filibuster 
lasts that long, to devote most of the 
work in reading and appreving it. It 
wil. require but ene roll call to approve 
it. A third provision ef the rule gave 
the House the right to close general de- 
bate before going inte committee ef the 
whole. 

Altogether it was the mest complete 
gag applied to the House in recent 
years. 

“This rule is necessary, because of the 
idiotic, disgraceful filibuster inaugurat- 
24 by the gextieman from Mississippi,”’ 
explained Representative Dalzell, Repub- 
lican, ef Pennsylvania, in reperting the 
rule. 

Sulzer Is Ironical. 
*T think it would be a good thing,” 
shouted Mr. Sulzer of New Yerk, “‘to 
add that the Democrats can have noth- 
ing to say.”’ 
“They never have had any,” a voice 
was heard. 
‘Will the minority have the usual 20 
minutes to discuss this rule?’’ Mr. Wil- 
liams inquired. 
“They will. not,’ curtly replied Mr. 
Dalzell. ee 
“T just wanted the House and the 
country to know that fact,’’ Mr. WHl- 
liams remarked. 
‘We know it, we know it,’ someone 
on the Republican side remarked. 
Speaker Cannon put the question and 
declared the motion oarried and immedi- 
ately got inte a lively controversy with 
Mr. Williams. 
Mr. Williams protested that he had re- 
quested a division on the vote, but the 
Speaker held he was too late. After 
an exchange ef opinions on the subject 
Speaker Cannon resorted to the unusual 
course of having the stenographic notes 
read to justify bim in his contentien 
that Mr. Williams was too late with his 
motion. 

Loulsianznan Disputes Notes,

Caption and Body of the Bill 
Are Said to Be in 
Conflict. 





Taking advantage of an ordinance 
which is regarded as invalid, the office 
of the mortuary clerk at the Old City 
Hall was closed at noon yesterday for 
the first time in many years. Under- 
takers who wished to obtain burial cer- 
tifcates were unable to get them. 

The new ordinance was passed three 
weeks ago and became effective last 
week. 

In the title ft is described as an ordi- 
nance “relating to the constant keeping 
open of the office of the mortuary rec- 
er? clerk.’’. In the body of the ordinance 
it provides that the office shall be open 
from 9 a. m. until 5 p. m. on all days but 
Saturday and Sunday. On Saturday the 
hour of closing, it is provided, shall be 

¢ noon. 

Title and Bill Conflict. 
This conflict between the title and the 


provisions of the bill, it is believed, nul- 


| flies It. 


At the request of undertakers’ the 
House of Delegates introduced a bill re- 


| ouiring that the mortuary clerk’s office 
' Should remain open 24 hours a day, in- 
. c'uding Sundays and holidays. When the 


‘open untl 


bill went to the Councll it was amended, 
tut the committee on legislation neg- 
lected to change the original title. 

Dr. H. Wheeler Bond, Health Commis- 
sioner, opposed the bill which the House 
had framed and suggested that the 
mortuary clerk’s office should close at 
noon on Saturday. 


Accommodation to Undertakers. 
Heretofore the office has remained 


4p. m. every Saturday. 
There was no ordinance to that effect, 
but it has been the practice for many 
years. 

Mortuary clerks also have been accus- 
tomed to open the office for a few hours 
on Sunday for emergency calis. This 
has been regarded as an accommodation 
to funeral directors who sometimes are 
required to get burial certificates with- 
out G.lay in cases where it is desired to 
ship a body.

PRISONER NEAR POLE 





Storm Carried British Warship 
Into Mercy Bay and 
Trapped Her. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureasa of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 4.—Within a few 


months there will come salling out of 
the Arctic, beating its forgotten path 
back to civilization and to England, an 


old wooden English warship that in 1801 
carried Sir John Franklin to the South- 
ern seas and made greater fame fer her- 
self when she sailed through Bering 
Strait into the unknewn seas and icy 
shadows mere than 65 years ago. 

Since Sept. 24, 1851, H. M. S. Investi- 
gator has been frozen in the ice in 
Mercy Bay, in the interminable lace- 
work of land and sea to the north of 
North America. 

It was as commander of this famous 
old ship that Sir Robert Le Mesurier Mc- 
Clure made his memorable voyage and 
discovered the Northwest passage. 


Sought Trail 400 Years. 
For 400 years maritime Europe had 


been trying to find a passage across the 
nerth of fhe American continent to 
China and the Indies. Countless treas- 
ures and many lives had been lost in 
ine search. 

In 1849 England, having a period of 
peace, turned her navy loose to try once 
more for the trail. The Investigator 
was then an old wooden corvette, fitted 
with a steam engine and carrying a row 
of long guns behind her white-painted 
portholes. 

The last that the other ships of the 
McClure squadron saw of the Investi- 
gator was Aug. 6, 1850, when she was 
seen running northeast rounding Point 
Barrow in what was then Russian 
America, or Alaska. -‘She was flying be- 
fore a great storm, her vigorous young 
commander pacing her deck. 

Capt. McClure had parted with the 
Herald, another wooden battleship 
pressed into the frigid service, at Cape 
Lisbon. All along the northern shore of 
North America the Investigator weath- 
red the stormy seas, Capt. McClure put- 
ting into land whenever he could to in- 
quire of the Eskimos for some trace of 
the lost Sir John Franklin and his ship- 
load of adventuresome spirits. 


Left Records in Rocks. 
Now and then records of the trip were 


placed in heaps of rocks, along the 
ragged, frozen shore. Thence it sailed 
north toward the Pole around the upper 
end of Baring Land and into a small 
bay, which they named Mercy Bay. 

The next day the season changed and 
the ship began to freeze into the ice. 
Capt. McClure decided to winter there, 
expecting that he could get out the 
next summer. He little thought that it 
would be more than fifty years before 
the ice would melt from around his 
ship. 

The Arctic night settled down cold and 
black on the shipful of men. The next 
summer, 1852, passed without the ice 
breaking up around the ship and an- 
other winter settled down. Capt. Mc- 
Clure began to expect the fate of 
Franklin, with possible starvation and 
freezing. ‘ 

Several Died, Others Hopeless. 

Several of the men died in the summer 
of 1853 and as the winter settled down 
@gain hope was given up, and the rec- 
vuru Of ie voyage was buried ashore 
in the wope that future generations 
might find it. 

One afternoon while the men were cut- 
ting a hole in the ice to fish a stran- 
ger staggered toward them. He fell at 
the feet of Capt. McClure, after saluting 
in the English naval fashion, and cried 
out: 

“Lieut. Pim of H. M. 8. Herald, from 
Capt. Killetts.’’ 

Capt. Killetts. was one of the com- 
manders of a squadron that had made 
its way around the north of Kank’s 
Land and was wintering at what is now 
Melville Island. It had found one of 
the cairns with McClure’s message. 
Capt. Killetts had sent a party to res- 
cue him and establish communication, 
and only Lieut. Pim had reached him. 

Wouldn’t Abandon Ship. : 

The next uay Capt. McClure and a 
Party went across the ice to Melville 
Island and visited Capt. Killetts. 

Capt. McClure was advised to aban- 
don the Investigator, but refused to do 
80, and 20 of his seamen, though sick 
and miserable, volunteered to remain on 
the ship another winter. The Captain 
went back to his men. The other ships 
gave up the search, hailing the old In- 
vestigator as the discoverer of the pas- 
Sage, and the next summer sailed home. 

The summer of 1854 found the old ship 
sttil stuck fast In the lee, and reluctant- 
ly Capt. McClure went home in a sister 
ship. The Investigator was left frozen 
and deserted, with its flag fiying to the 
icy winds from the masthead, and all 
her instruments and fittings aboard. For 
50 years she was forgotten, seen only at 
t.mes by American whalers passing the 
mouth of the frozen, bay and visited 
only by the wolves, foxes and now and 
then, @ superstitious Eskimo who dared 
not climb aboard. 

Thought It 

In 1901 an Indian party whidtt tad been 
driven to the island on floating ice, 
found the old ship. The savages had 
come inte contact with the Jesuit mis-

A full report of her condition has been 
made by Capt. Jarvis of the Northwest- 
ern Mounted Police, who says that the 
cold and ice have preserved the Inves- 
tigator and she is today probably as 
sound as she was when Capt. McClure 
deserted her in 1854. Her instruments 
and fittings are in good condition and it 
is quite possible that she will sail home 
to England. 

Capt. McClure died in 1873. The report 
of Capt. Jarvis has been sent to the 
admiralty at London.

A syndicate has approached J. 
Brooks Johnsen and the executors of 
the estate of the late Howard J. Blos- 
som, the owners, tentatively, for a 99- 
year lease of the property 100x109 on the 
north side of Market street, immediate- 
ly west of Twelfth street, at 4 per.cent 
on a valuation of $125,000, or $5000 per an- 
num. It was denied that this has any 
connection with the plan of central 
property holders to locate the proposed 
28-story Buyers’ Club Building, now 
projected for the former City Hospftal 
block, at Eighteenth and Pine streets, 
on Twelfth street, this being the most 
available Twelfth street block for the 
big imprevement. 

The identity of the prospective lessees 
is withheld, but it was stated that a 
building embracing a hotel and theater 
probably would be erected, the former 
after the plan of the Marquette. 

The price is at the rate of $1250 a front 
foot, the highest recorded fow Market 
street realty west of Twelfth street. 

Since the official announcement that 
the new group of municipal buildings 
will be erected en the block bounded by 
Clark avenue, Market street, Thirteenth 
and Fourteenth streets, a demand has 
developed for Market street realty be- 
tween Twelfth and Eighteenth streets.

Manufacturing Projects. 

Manufactory. projects were well under 
way for building along the Terminal 
and Wabash railways, when the depres- 
sion struck the busiehss world last fall.

As it is 
directly west of the fast-growing resi- 
dence section of the city, ‘most of fhe 
available space in this area has been ac- 
quired and is largely in use. 

A new system of switches between 
Plymouth and Page avenues established 
serves several large tracts in an inde- 
pendent capacity. Coupled with the 
fact that heat and power and light are 
to be had at minimum rates and that 
county or city water is available, it has 
brought this ideal factory locality into 
special favor. 

The mild winter has permitted almost 
continuous building.

THE REALTY SITUATION. 


James D. Dockery, one of the most 
optimistic men on Real Row, says 
that there is reason to believe that the 
coming year will be one of the most 
prosperous in the history of the real es- 
tate market.

made of it from time to time in the re- 
cent past. The downtown retail district 
has shown few locations offered for rent 
and there has been and is a brisk. in- 
quiry for space in this locality. 

“The week just closed showed an ex- 
cellent rental business, which, coming 
thus early, Indicates a splendid activity 
when the season fairy opens. There is 
a notable demand for six and seven- 
room dwellings by tenants, and a well- 
defined movement among renters to pro- 
cure living spaee to themselves.

The police are investigating the in- 
eendiary fire in “The House of Mys- 
tery * ene of the oldest mansions in 
Benton place, a fashionable resident dis- 
iriét in South St. Louls. The building 
was discovered ablaze early yesterday 
merning after four explosiens were 
heard by neighbors. 

Accerding te the police, who were on 
the scene before the firemen, every win- 
dew and door in the house was locked. 

Christian J. Zeitinger, who is, at pres- 
ent, out of the city, is the owner ef the 
house. It cost $25,000 thirty years ago. 

Miss Ida Howe of 35 Benton place 
Was awakened at 2:15 o’clock yesterday 
morning by an explosion that rocked 
her bed. When she looked out she saw 
the house across the street in flames. 
She said the first explosion seemed to 
come from the basement. 

The second, a few minutes later, 
Beemed to come from the rear part of 
the house. The following two made less 
noise and she could not tell whence 
Miss Howe telephoned to 
the Fire Department. A few minutes 
later James Forbes, private watchman, 
turned in a general alarm. 

The firemen fought the flames from 
2:30 o’clock until 5 o'clock and found 


that one room in the house was fur- 


mished and the contents of it were 


nearly consumed by the flames. 

There was a roel-top desk, a writing 
table, a stove, a folding; couch, a graph- 
ephone and a number of books of poetry. 
“he fire started in the basement under 
the steps that lead to the first floor. The 
steps that lead to the second and third 
floors were also burned away. The dam- 
age is estimated at $4000. 

The house was sold to Zeitinger for 
$6000. Zeitinger, according to neighbors, 
would live in it for a few days, and then 
be gone for weeks. The gray walls of 
the big house and drawn shades caused 
the children in the neighborhood to re- 

ard it as haunted. 

The police refer to it as “Thé House of

Fate Worse Than Being Exiled 
to Siberia the Sentence 
of Roumanians. 





Special Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispatch and New York World. 


BUCHAREST, Roumania, March 10.— 
It will be long before the picture of a 
military drama recently enacted here 
fades from the memory of those on 
whom it has left an impression of hor- 
ror. 

Sixty soldiers are now on their way 
to serve life sentences in the Govern- 
ment salt mines of Orna, a fate de- 
scribed as worse than any which Siberia 
offers. 

The 60, comprising a company of in- 
fantry from the Bucharest .Garrison, 
were ordered to Stanesti, a nearby vil- 
lage, to discipline the peasants during 
the disturbances a year ago. The sol- 
diers, like many others in Roumania, 
sympathized with the villagers. The lat- 
ter dragged an officer from the ranks 
and killed him. The soldiers remained 
passive. 

Roumania bided her time to inflict 
punishment such as would never be for- 
gotten. 

The company was called out the other 
day as if on parade. The men wore all 
the accoutrements required under full 
marching orders. They were halted 
within a, square of soldiers composed 
of detachments from every regiment in 
Bucharest and its neighborhood. A com- 
pany of 100 trumpeters was stationed in 
a corner of the square. 

At a signal from the garrison com- 
mander a detail of sergeants advanced 
toward the 60 men and tore away the 
facings and gilt buttons of their uni- 
forms. Then the sergeants slapped each 
soldier across the face and exclaimed, 
while delivering the insulting blow: 

“Thou are not worthy to be a soldier.”’ 

The trumpeters blew discordant 
blasts meantime to shock the ears, as 
the eyes were shocked by the spectacle. 
The 60 men were deathly pale and many 
were on the verge of collapse. Scores 
of officers present were in tears. 

Following the public disgrace, the men 
set forth on the march toward Orna, 
where their graves will be dug.

Since 
then mumerous laws have been 
passed against trusts ana the trusts, 
vhich today number over three hun- 
dred, have improved themselves in 
many details for robbing the people. 
Until the other day, when the Union 
Biectric Light and Power Co. of St. 
Louis trotted out the club idea, noth- 
ing up to the level of Dodd had been 
recorded in this domain of thought.

ONVICTET of a gigantic fraud, 
facing a term of 10 years in 
the penitentiary for engineer- 

ing a “get-rich-quick that, 
wrung nearly $500,000 from the pock- 
ets of 6000 dupes all over the country, 
Benson Bidwell and his son, Charles, 
bage their hope of freedom on a wom- 
an’s eyes.

Skeptical Convinced. 

A great tarpaulin would be re- 
moved: with great ceremony the vari- 
ous parts of the machine would be ad- 
justéd, the batteries started—and. lo 
and behold, in a short time. ag the 
wheels whirred inside, a covering of 
frost would steal over the machine.

All went along swimmingly with 
the company; every mail brought 
bushels of checks and drafts and 
greenbacks. But, in the offices, fren- 
sied finance dévelopéed into frenzied 
romance. The psychi¢ phenomenon 
was getting in its work and Charies 
Ridwell and Ida found they were af- 
finities. Among the employes it came 
to be understood that the promoter 
end his faseinating seerétary were 
soon to be married.

save them. The court was foreed to 
take cognizance of the feud. One of 
the tests offered by the prosecution to 
vach prospective juror was, “Would 
it make any difference to you if one 
of the defendants had a beautiful 
caughter present in court?” While the 
defense bitterly complained that Ida 
Palmer’s eyes were interfering with 
the course of justice. Her quandom 
employer evidently prompted his ate 
terney as to the pow®r of those sole- 
ful orbs. But notwithstanding the 
fear of the defendants that the selec- 
tion of the jurors was being directed 
by psychic influence, the hearittz 
went on. 

A strong case was made against the 
Fitiwells. Women witnesses, from 
various parts of the country testified 
us to investing in the concern, with- 
out any return.

‘Cavs. These know what San Juan de 


Ulua means. Some of them have 
been there—miracle of miracles, the 
man who has lived through a sentence 


‘to the San Juan de Ulua!—and others 


of them have loved ones there now or 


“have known them to go there never 


. And 


Better SibemMia for the Russian, 
Devil's !sland for the Frenchman, Yu- 
catan for the Yaqui than San Juan de 
(‘Jua for the Mexican or the foreign- 
er in Mexico who is sentenced to a 
term in this “military prison.” Even 
the memory of the “black hole of 
Calcutta” could scarcely be fraught 
with more terrors than is the thought 
of Sana Juan de Ulua to Those Who 
Know. 
who belong to the clan of 
Those Who Know? Ah, my friend, 
d.» not think that they be all “greas- 
ers” or “dagoes’’ as you sometimes 
nd thoughtlessly call the dark- 
skinned men of the South. Not by 
any means. Blue eyes and fair com- 
piexions have gone down into the 
depths of that prison, many of them 
never to return. Germans, French- 
men, Englishmen. “Bui not Ameri- 
cans,” >ou say, with your native van- 
it: and belief that none dare touch 
a son of your great republic. But 
yes! Americans? They be many. At 
least three are there now, probably 
more. ® 

Sounds a little different, doesn't it, 
lo hear that your own countrymen 
have languished in this hell at Vera 
Cruz? And some of them have been 
innocent men, innocent Americans. 
Some of them have gone there with- 
out trial, without knowing why they 
were ta*en into custody, without any 
more opportunity to communicate 
with their friends than have the men 
and women of Russia over whom you 
weep crocodile tears when you read 
of them being dragged from their 
home never again to be heard of. 


You have laughed at my country- 
men with their “Latin ways and their 
broken, halting English, but will you 
iiww laugh when one of them speaks 
to you in you: own tongue and tells 
vou of San Juan de Ulua, where vour 
countrymen have rotted in the dank 
carkness—where some of them are 
rotting now—and no way to tell their 
story? Some of those Americans may 
have been crimi.als—not all of them 
Wwere—but even then you: sympathy 
goes out for them, does it not, and 
you say that the worst criminal de- 
serves not such a death in this twen- 
tieth century. 

What, then, must be the feeling of 
the hundreds of thousands of Mexi- 
cans, to whom Juan Sarab‘a is a 
hero and liberator, when they hear 
vf his extremity, of his slow, inquisi- 
torial death in that chamber of hor- 
rors of San Juan de Ulua, “The Pur- 
gatory’? Can you imagine it? 

Here is a man whose only crime is 
that he has used his pen and brain 
to forward the cause of liberty in 
Mexico, and who is accused—only ac- 
cused, mind you—cof inciting nis peo- 
ple to armed revolt. He was given a 
ser.blance of a trial, to be sure. which 
is more than thousands of his fellows 
heve had, but that was because the 
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american press had aroused public 
attention just at that moment. Other- 
wise he would have been shot: as it 
was, his trial was a farce, his convic- 
tion assured before he went to the 
har—even before he was treacherous- 
lv lured from what he had thoughi a 
hiven on American soil. 

Here is the news direct from Vera 
Cruz—froi a man, who, if his name 
were known, would not live the round 
uf the clock. 

“Juan Sarabia is in very great 
Oanger.

Sarabia is not strong and has suf- 
fered many exposures in the other 
Prisons of Mexico before fleeing to 
the United States and many priva- 
tions after going there.

You are powerful with your 
ven and you have powertul friends 
Will you not now’ come to our aid? 
Juan Sarabia, ‘The Scorpion,’ would 
ask no man’s aid in an appeal to the 
Mexican people were he at liberty and 
you persecuted as he is—for no man 
knows better than he how to send 
that appeal home to the heart.” 


The Dungeon Cell. 

“The Purgatory” is where Juan 
Sarabia is confined, the man from 
Vera Cruz writes. Do you know what 
“The Purgatory” is? It is a little 
cell away down at the foot of a nar- 
rowf dark passageway.

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Ask in Sonora what happened after 
the riots at Cananea in May, 1906. 
4sk in Chihuahua what happened 
after the projected uprising of Sep- 
tember 16, that same year, and ask 
ebout those same dreadful weeks in 
San Luis Potosi. Ask about the new- 
dug graves that appeared over those 
states after those troublesome pert- 
ods. Then, perhaps, you will know 
what it means to be a friend of Juan 
Sarabia and Manuel Sarabia and An- 
tenio Villareal and Enrique and Ri- 
cardo Flores y Magon and have the 
authorities.in Mexico know. But don’t 
ask—even if you be an American— 
unless you have powerful friends in 
the States and are in such close touch 
with them that they will know if 
San Juan de Ulua opens for you. 

This is not idle talk—these intima- 
tions of the mystery that may sur- 
round the death of Juan Sarabia in 
“The Purgatory” at San Juan de 
Ulua if it comes. After he was tried 
i,» Chihuahua for “conspiracy” be was 
held in prison there for a while. Then, 
when his friends in the United States 
supposed he was still there, came the 
t1.ews that he had been transferred to 
Belin. 

His sentence was for eight years 
ana there was some hope among the 
St. Louis Junta members that he 
might live the time out in the prison 
at Mexico City—but not much, for 
they knew he had not been sent to 
prison to live, but to die. Only just 
now has it become known that he is 
at San Juan de Ulua and in “The 
Purgatory,” and you see from the let- 
ter I quote that he has been there 
three months. 

Juan Sarabia is a man of small 
stature, wiry, nervous—and his 
fricnds have long thought that he had 
a tendency to consumption. For years 
meny of them said that only the in- 
t*nsity with which he threw himself 
in-e his work for liberty kept him 
alive. 

But years ago, down in San Luis 
Putosi, before his first term in prison, 
he had a wonderful constitution in 
that slight frame. Even his confine- 
ment there did not materially hurt 
him. Then he was driven from his 
native country and into the United 
States. That worried him and he be- 
came more nervously active than 
ever. . 

Dogged by Spies. 

.From St, Louis. where he was 
hounded by the police and dogged by 
spies from Mexico and American 
spies hired by the Mexican Govern- 
ment, he was harried and hunted 
ac:oss the continent into Canada. 
Coming back from there he went 
through the stirring, exciting times 
vrevious to the date set’ for the revolt 
p.anned for the fall of 1906, and al- 
though always apparently frail, he 
was still strong and able to do more 
than his share of work. 

Then, responding to the cal) of a 
surposedly sick comrade who carried 
Lc pers vital to the cause of liberty, 
he slipped across the border one night 
~only to find that he had been be- 
trayed. At his trial he was brave 
ec firm and alert, ready to escape 
if the slightest opportunity offered, 
ond to continue the fight. The be- 
t:eyal which had caused his capture 
hurt him, the excitement through 
which he has lived has worn on him, 
bat when Juan Sarabia goes to his 
final account his years wil] have been 
shortened by the terrible prison of 
Mexico, and most of all by San Juan 
de Ulua and “The Purgatory.” 

You can scarcely believe that the 
condition here spoken of can exist 
'n this enlightened age, and at your 
very doors, can you? Let me tell you 
a little story.

“You will not live a year, and you 
tay die any instant, unless you give 
up dancing for at least 12 months,” 
the medical men have told her. 

But she only laughed merrilv and 
rhoo: her head. She is ambit‘~us, the 
hieod of youth is warm in her veins, 
golden success is won already and the 
future is full of rosy promise. Her 

rospects are too brilliant and suc- 
ess too sweet for her to rest now, 
he said, so she is taking her chances 
with Death, dancing with him nimbly, 
singing a song to him and laughing 
in his face.

It is nothing, according to her 
mother, for ‘he dancer to faint three 
or four times in rapid succession after 
leaving the stage. Many times she 
trips off the stage gaily, the applause 
thundering in her ears, and reels to 
her dressing room, only to fall in a 
swoon.

Her 
skill as a danseuse is rare eve among 
professional dancers. She wéars gay 
clothes, spangles and silks apd jew- 
eis The stage setting is full of col- 
or.

The music is fast and effervescent, 
lie the bubble of champagne. 

What a scene is that for Death fo 
cance in,. with a young girl, in her 
iadjant beauty, for a partner!

It 
has 42.000 agents, who sold last vear $73,000,000 
worth of farm machinery which had been pro- 
duced in 14 factories by 25,000 workmen. It has 
ore mines of its own in Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
forests in Arkansas, Mississippi and Missouri, and 
eoal land in Kentucky. 

The redhot question as to whether it really is a 
trust is a problem that will have to be solved, 
finally, by Congress and the Supreme Court. 
Since it was organized it has doubled its business 
with foreign countries and it now brings to the 
United States $20,000,000 a year of foreign money. 
It has greatly increased its general agencies, so

| “Ou anti-trust law fe just what it seems to be,” 
id a Judge who lives in Houston. “If it were 











alleged that the Standard Oil men had lessened 
free competition in the oil business, and conspired 
to fix and regulate the price. Last May a jury 
found them guilty, canceled their permit to do 
business in Texas and levied a fine of $1,623,900. 
The case, of course, has been carried to a higher 
court—the Court of Civil Appeals—and meanwhile 
a Government official is in charge of the Waters- 
Pierce company. Texas has a lien, according 
to its law, on all the Standard Oil property in the 
State, and therefore no car or ship belonging to 
the Oil Trust dare enter Texas. 


Successful Anti-Trust Suit. 


The suit against the express companies was one 
of the most successful of the anti-trust prosecu- 
tions. They were charged with having entered 
into an agreement with the railroads whereby 
the State was apportioned out among the differ- 
ent companies, thus preventing competition. They 
were fined $40,000 and their agreements were can- 
celed. The railroads, too, with which the agree- 
ments were made, were compelled to bear their 
share of the offense. 

Not even financiers are immune in Texas. The 
United States Fidelity and Guarantee Co. was 
dragged to the bar on the charge of having en- 
tered into a combination to fix fees, and a fine 
of $12,000 was transferred from its vaults to the 
Texas Treasury and the pockets of the prose- 
cuting attorneys. 

Then the Cassidy Southwestern Commission Co. 
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cused the Harvester company of getting railroad 
rebates. But it has been vigorously attacked in 
Congress by Senator Hansbrough of North Dakota, 
who charges that it has unduly raised prices, 
that it is aiming to secure a monopoly of the farm 
implement business, and that it is now conspiring 
to deprive him of his political influence in North 
Dakota. He has demanded that Attorney-General 
Bonaparte take action at once against the Inter- 
rational Harvester Co. in the criminal courts; and 
as a Federal investigation is now being made, the 
facts about this much-praised and much-abused 
company will soon be made known. 

The making of farm machinery is a new busi- 
ness-——-less than sixty years old; and no company 
has secured a monopoly of it. The Harvester 
company has four able competitors who make 
binders, 18 who make mowers, 40 who make horse- 
rakes, 74 who make cultivators and 139 who make 
gasoline engines. Even in the making of its 
binder twine it has to compete with convict labor 
in ‘several states, as well as with 20 independent 
factories. 

But it is also true that the International Har- 
vester Co. was formed by the combination of five 
or six companies who had previously been com- 
petitors. It has no special privilege so far as 
patents, raw material or the tariff are concerned; 
but it does certainly possess the special advan- 
tages that arise from wealth, experience and or- 


ganization. While I found few specific charges of 


oppression made against it, I did find, especially 


among the various state office holders, an indefi- 
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the detriment of the public. There are a 
many eombinations that ought to be broten ws. 
And | wan’ the fullest measur: of publicity, so 
that the public can know exactly what to permit 
and what to restrain.’ 

is an IUHinoisan, born and in 
Galesburg. He found no family fortune to inherit, 
so he worked on a farm and bought his own edu- 
cation.

If this company is not right, it is 
my first duty to make it right.”’ 


Ruled by Public Oninion 


This policy, in my opinion, is not a mere pose, 
nor a pretense of virtue. Bancroft is shrewd 
enough to know that a hasty investigation of 
the Harvester Trust would likely confuse it with 
the get-rich-quick concerns that were built for 
Wall street speculation, and which deserve to be 
hit by the law. He knows, too, that the United 
States is ruled by public opinion, and that in the 
long run it pays to treat public officials with 
deference and politeness. In this respect he has 
mapped out a policy which is the exact opposite 
of that which Standard Oil attorneys have pur- 
sued. And from a lawyer's point of view the in- 
teresting feature of the present anti-trust struggle

The first trust |} uste: who threw a bomb at the 
Harvester company wa. Jeff Davis—the latest and 
loudest member of the Uutited States Senate. This 
man, whose influence in Aransas is very nearly 
supreme, has set on foot a crusade which re- 
sembles the uprising of the Levelers among the 
peasants of Europe during the Middle Ages. The 
object of this crusade is nothing less than to 
smash organized capital into its original separate 
interests, and to put the United States back where 
it was in the early days of struggle and small 


production. 
Jeff Davis’ Big ‘‘Swoop.’’ 


Jeff Davis swooped down upon the Harvester 
company because it was “a combination in re- 
straint of trade,’ and fined it $20,000. To prevent 
a series of fines the Harvester company at once 
withdrew from the State. It canceled the ¢bn- 
tracts of its 500 Arkansas agents, and closed its 
headquarters at Little Rock. The definite result 
of this action is that these agents are now acting 
as independent dealers and buying their farm 
machinery for cash from the Harv-ster company’s 
agent at Memphis. 

From Arkansas the Leveler movement surged 
into Texas aud overspread the big State like wild- 
fire. Standard oy was attacked. Its secrets were 
brought to light. One witness swore that its 
profits for a certain year had been 790 per cent. 

one fact so enraged the Texans that Stan- 


enough. To seize its y and expel it from 
the State was not its property and the gray-hatted warehouses 
Texans wanted was to see the tatives of 
the trusts put in jail: so they decreed that any 
man or woman who ot es any article as an agent of 
a trust shouid be thrown into prison for not less 
than two years and not more than ten. 

Now, there were 1200 agents of the Harvester 
company in Texas. When they heard of this fero- 
cious law, they were terrified. 


Big Fees for Prosecutors. 


The law provided that any county attorney 
who secured the conviction of a combine or its 
agent would receive a special fee of $250; and it 
seemed likely that in the state of public sentiment 
which produced such a law there would be a 
number. of prosecutions. So the International 
Harvester Co. decided at once to protect its agents 
by canceling their contracts. It prepared to retire 
from the State. 

There were some members of the company who 
seid: “Let us quit Texas altogether and teach it 
a ‘esson.” But it was finally agreed that the 
bus'ness could henceforth be handled by a local 
companay. 

This plan will prevent Texas farmers from being 
backed by a great national company in case of 
crop failures. It will increase the cost of farm 
machinery in Texas by more than $159,000 a year, 
so I was told by a local dealer in Dallas, Tex. This 
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extra cost will be caused by the higher rate of in- 
terest charged the dealers by the local Texas 
banks. They will now be obliged to pay 8 per 
cent instead of 4. Also, there will be a drop 
in the volume of business bevause of the with- 
drawal from the State of the Harvester company's 
canvassers and traveling experts, and because of 
she smaller quantity of machinery and supplies 
carried by the dealers. 

This plan of retizement was being carried out 
smoothly, when someone carried the news to At- 
torney-General Davidson. Then arose a most 
unusual situation. Attorney-General Davidson, 
with al! possible haste, went into court and se- 
cured an injunction against the fleeing Harvester 
company. It was obeying the new law, which 
compelled it to leave the State; and here was an 
injunction commanding it to stand pat. The.one 
said, “Move on,” and the other said, “Halt.” Here 
was a dilemma for the corporation lawyers. 

By this time Kansas and Missouri had brought 
suit to oust the Harvester company as “a combina- 
tion in restraint of trade; so this expulsion of 
corporations by the pcaahewesnion States has now 
become the most serious fact in the whole busi- 
ness situatian.

court the caveator charges the prin- 
cipal beneficiary with having exerted 
“undue influence” over the testator. 
Those two words, so prosaic in their 
sound, are the terse name the law has 
given to these struggles which go on 
for the possession of the person or at 
seast the mind and will of the man 
whose estate is large and who, by 
reason of the nearness of death, is 
incapable of fending from himself the 
importunities of those who would in- 
herit what he possesses. 

A great mass of court decisions de- 
fining “undue infiuence” is to be 
found in the reports of the courts in 
every State in the Union. The judi- 
clary has drawn fine hairlines in 
thousands of cases, ieclaring that 
just there, or there, or some other 
place ns and ends that subtle 
thing “undue influence,” by 
means of wach a testator is robbed 
of his free and led to make be- 
quests to one @r more heirs to the in- 
eqiitable p ce of other heirs. The 
law recognizes no testament as the 
real. will of a dead man, unless it can 
be shown that at the time the will 
was drawa and signed the téstator

vas of sound mind and free from any 
improper pressure on the part of pos- 
sible legatees. In other words, a man 
in making his will must be absolute- 
ly free to do just as he pleases with 
his own, within certain well defined 
rules of law, else the will is not worth 
the paper it is written on. 


Manufacturing a Will. 


However, cupidity will cause some 
persons to be exceedingly bold. There 
sre many circumstances which might 
operate to the benefit of the person, 
or persons, who succeed in inducing 
a rich old man, near death, to make 
a will in their favor. In the first 
place, undne oe like the crime 
of arson, is difficult of proof. The 
law recognizes that the testator has 
the right, if he so desires, with sub- 
siantial legacies, to reward the ones 
who have nursed and cared for him in 
his last flUness. 

Ordinarily undue influence cannot 
be exerted unless the person exercis- 
ing it has eustody of the testator in 
his last days or hours. In that event, 
the person at interest sees to it that 
only those who will side with him and 
support him with their testimony in 
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the event of litigation, are permitted 
on the scene. Unquestionably, even 
a rich man, on his deathbed, has the 
right to exclude from his own pri- 
vacy whomsoever he desires. There- 
fore, when the parties who have con- 
trol of the sick man tell all others 
thut he, the dying one, has forbidden 
the admission of guests it is almost 
impossible to prove that statement a 
falsehood. By the time the will is 
filed and the litigation begun, the 
testator is in his grave, silent for- 
ever. There were none present save 
the legatees when the alleged re- 
quest was made, and who can denv 
cr dispute their assertion? 

So it is easy for the shrewd and 
successful will manufacturer to se- 
cure the probate of that document 
and his Own inheritance of property 
according to its terms. He can say: 
“I! nursed the old man in his fatal 
iliness. My legacy is my reward. 
For such and such reasons he had 
ttken a dislike to those who now 
complain of his will, and it was his 
real and sincere desire that I, and 
not they, enjoy his estate.” That is 
a hard state of affairs for an heir 
left out in the cold, to’ combat. 

On the other hand, in some fami- 
lies there are persons intensely avari- 
cious and others whose family pride 
is greater than their love of money. 
It often happens that the avaricious 
obtain control of a dying man and 
persuade him to draw a will giving 
them most of his estate. After the 
vld man dies and the will is filed for 
probate the more self-respecting 
nembers of the family will not con- 
test the probate of that document 
because, though they might have 
proof of undue influence, family 
pride restrains them from the un- 
pleasant notoriety of a suit at law 
over the property of the dead.

In 
the first place, it is the policy of the 
law in practically every State to per- 
mit a man with property to devise 
that property as he sees fit, within 
certain limitations, such as dower 
rights of his wife, and, as is the case 
in Missouri, his mentioning every 
child in the will. This is the essence 
f liberty, for the man who cannot 
dv as he wishes with his property its 
curtailed in his freedom. But the 
wife has her right to dower and every 
child must be mentioned in the will, 
else the testator will be presumed to 
have forgotten the unnamed child, 
and a man who would forget the ex- 
istence of one of his children is un- 
sound mentally, says the law, and 
incapable of making a will. How- 
ever, any child may be ‘“‘cut off’’ with 
one dollar. 

On the other hand, the law pre- 
sumes that a testator, under ordi- 
nary cireumstances, would give equal 
legacies to all his children. The law 
aleo is opposed to the handing down

daily in every city in the country 
which are no more wills, if the facts 
cuuld be proven, than so much waste 
paper. The ingenuity of possible 
heirs in getting hold of rich old men 
or rich old women and compelling 
trem by force, threats, persuasions 
or some other way, to sign wills in 
their favor, is almost impossible 
t» stamp out. In fact, with the ever- 
growing number of rich men and 
women in this country, the number

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‘Cunning Night Traps Set for Burglars 


LABORATE precautions are 
- taken by the police of Eugland 
to preserve private pruperty 

f-om the attention of burglars. Each 
of the midnight sentinels has a series 
of traps cunningly set, and the in- 
genuity with which they carry out 
this part of their vigil is often sur- 
prising. The night policeman is al- 
ways at war with an unseen enemy, 
end his defensive line of action is so 
complete that practically three-quar- 

ters of the shops in London have a 
trap set at their door between mid- 
night and dawn. 

This is done so artfully that the in- 
experienced eye would never detect it, 
but as soon as-the man in uniform 
passes that part of his beat again he 
can tell at a glance whether the door 
has been opened, even though admis- 
sion may have been gained with the 
crdinary key. These traps, or 
“marks” as they are called in the po- 
lice force, are of infinite variety, and 
every officer uses his own intelligence 
in selecting his method. 

- Quietly and unostentatiously he be- 
gins to fix up his system of marks @s 
soon as he goes on duty, and after 
that his chief object is to see that 
rone of the marks are disturbed dur- 
ing the night. 

The most frequently used mark fs 
a small section of a match stalk or & 
scrap of whalebone, wedged in some- 
where against the edge of the door. It 
may be placed a couple of inches from 
the top, or it may be near the bot- 
tom; but if Robert cannot find it 
where he left it, he knows something 
hax happened. The rest depends upon 


his intelligence. 

In the case of a shop or warehouse 
where very valuable property is being 
guarded, the silent sentinels are fixed 
up at the windows also, and on the 
doors at the back of the premises 
so that the burglar would have in- 
finite difficulty in entering without 
bringing a cordon of men in uniform 
rcund the place.

DUEL to the death, with two men stand- 

A ing 15 paces apart, shooting to kill, and 
a gallery of spectators, many women among 

them—women of the nobility—this was the spec- 

tacle. 

It was not a spectacle of the past, in the bar- 
baric ages which the world likes to think it has 
left far behind. It all happened the other day 
in this complacent, highly civilized, “refined,” 
law-ridden twentieth century. 

Eager to feast their eyes upon a conflict that 
meant blood, to see one man kill another man, 
some of the great ladies of Russia's capital vied 

' with one another for front seats at the duel to 
the death between Gen. Fock and Gen. Smirnoff.

They had been tried by courtmartial as a result 
of his charges; Stoessel had been condemned to 
death and Fock to severe reprimand, but the 
Czar had commuted Stoessel’s sentence to impris- 
onment in a fortress for 10 years. 


Fock, free, but smarting under the stigma of a 
reprimand and remembering the bitter enmities 
of the siege, lost no time in challenging the older 
General. At first Smirnoff refused to give him 
satisfaction, asserting that he would not fight 
with a coward, a coward by official record. No 
che even accused Smirnoff cf cowardice. His re- 
fusal to fight a duel was a matter of etiquette, 
o. of honor, not ot couruge. “Te hax always been a 
fighter. In the Russo-Turkish War his intrepidity 
und fi2rce valor won him the nickname of “Seven 
Devils.” 

As for Fock, he had but tw» alternatives—to 
wipe the smirch off his own reputation by forcing 
Smirnoff to fight, or to vindicate nimself by blow- 
ing out his brains. So when Smirnoff rejected his 
challenge ne appealed to the Imperial Council of 
War. 

In those countries where the code duello is still 
recognized the court of honor is a part of the 
procedure. Though unofficial avd, as a matter of 
fact, utterly illegal, the decisions of a court of 
honor are more binding upon gentlemen,. and 
especially upon officers, than any statutes. And 
int Russia dueling, although a crimin®! offense, has 
the official sanction of an impeiial decree Czar 
..lexander III having signed an o:dinance permit- 
ting it in the army. So the Imperial Council of 
War took up Gen. Fock’s complaint and decided 
that that officer’s honor 1ad not been so irredeem- 
ubly besmirched as to ma*e him an unworthy an- 
tagonist for Gen. Smirnoff. Such a decis‘on was 
all that “Seven Devils” needed. He promptly ac- 
cepted the challenge and placed ihe matter in 
the hands of Valdimir M. Purlsh*ovich, his broth- 
er-in-law and a member of the Duma. and Capt. 
Schultz of the navy, as seconds. Gen. Foc’ named 
as his seconds Capt. Sido, who had been adjutant 
to Gen. Stoessel, and Licui. Padguis'y of the 
Guards.

when the wives and sweethearts asked to be taken 
to witness it. 

The officers of the Chevalier Guards set the 
treopers to work raking the sawdust in the ring 
and making everything spick and span for the 
duel. 

Of course the general public was not admitted. 
No tict:ets were sold nor were any ser's reserved 
except a few for the officers of the regiment and 
their wives and sweethearts. Entrance to the ring 
was obtained only through the main door of the 
barracks, and those who were invited were noti- 
fied to be in their seats before 10 a. m. ' 

By 9:30 droshkys began driving up to the bar- 
racks and officers in uniforms and ladies in furs 
were admitted and shown to their seats by the 
younger officers of the Chevalier Guards, all men 
of noble birth. Gredually the galleries around the 
sawdust-covered arena in which the guardsmen 
are wont to practice riding and in which recruits 
are taught to manage their horses filled up. There 
was a hum of conversation, a chatter like that 
in the boxes at the opera before the curtain 
rises. Women excitedly discussed the merits of 
the quarrel between the generals, taking sides 
and arguing hotly. There was no laughter, but 
eyes shone with the brightness of expectancy and 
cheets glowed with the thrill of anticipation. All 
was very decorous, very serious. 

Just before 10 Gen. Kireieff entered the ring. He 
is the master of the duel code and the officers told 
the women that he was to act as referee. He was 
in full uniform and his swore clanked as his spu:s 
struc it at every step. 

Following him came the four seconds, walking 
two and two. They also were in full uniform and 
they carried boxes of pistols. 

Gen. Kiereiff advanced to the center of the ring 
and from where he stood the second strode off 
15 paces. There they made a mark in the sawdust. 

“That is where the principals are to stand.” the 
officers told the ladies. 

Then the seconds retired, returning in an in- 
stant with the two generals who were to fight. The 
generals wore their fu'l dress uniforms and upon 
their breasts glittered and sparkled their decora- 
tions, medals and orders. They advanced, looking 
each other squarely in the eye, bul without sa- 
luting. 

Silence fell over the assemblage. 

Gens. Fock and Smirnoff removed their sword 
belts and handed them to their seconds. 

Gen. Kireieff, in a hard, cold, dispassionate 
voice, read the instructions to the duelis's. which 
were that they should fire simultanecusly at the 
word of command until one or the other was in- 
capacitated from shooting. Then he asked: 
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’ Christian girls and babies to pieces, In Paris re- 
cen women of society flocked to see a negro 
‘and a white man fight with bare knckles. But the 
average American woman would scarcely be 

th t of as attending, much less as enjoying, 

any kind of bloody spectacle. 

_ Probably there is no other country that calls 
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itself civilized, save Russia, where refined women 
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_ would voluntarily see a duel that meant death. 
_ Nor is there any other land in which they could 
-@0, even if they desired. Men fight duels in 
and Germany, but they do it in secret and 
=} no one to be present except the principals, 
_ their seconds and the necessary surgeons. Such 
s been the practice in Russia, until today. This 
between Gens. Fock and Smirnoff was, 
ever, an exceptional event and furnished the 
Opportunity to the great ladies of the court to 
aduel.

BIG SALARIES FOR GRAND OPERA SINGERS 


HE big salaries paid to grand opera favor- 
ites the past few years have produced an 
extraordinary situation in the musical 

world. Europe is producing the finest singers, 
but cannot retain them, for when the singers 
achieve fame they succumb to alluring salaries 
offered by American opera companies. 

The first European artiste to tour America was 
Rachel, who was persuaded to forsa'e her na- 
tive land by the offer of $20,000 for 50 perform- 
ances. This was considered enormous, but lead- 
ing “stars” of today would smile at such an 
offer. Mme. Melba never thinks of singing in 
America for less than $1600, whilst $3000 a night 
is nearer her average. Mme. Patt? signed a con-

in the first place the protector is 
made of rubber of the lightest 
weight, silk-covered and in all the 
iifferent-colors of which the rain- 
costs are. made. 

There are several styles of skirt 
} rotectors, some intended for coun- 
trv use, for the farmer's wife, who 
cares more for comfort than style, 
and the- other for the city person 
who must care for style and is thank- 
ful when comfort goes hand in hand 
with it. 

The skirt protector at the bottom 
is like a pair of Turkish trousers, so 
wide as to allow perfect freedom of 
the limbs without, however, showing 


the divided effect. Over this hangs 
a circular flounce, cut exactly like 
the bottom of a reguiar walking 
shirt. The whole forms the bottom 
of the bag into which all one’s pet-

There is no longer room. for doubt, 
acvording to this French soologist, 
that the seat trout and the brook 
trout are one and the same species. 
The sea trout are a branch of the 
brook trout; if some of them are 
hatched as sea trout many others are 
hatched as brook trout, and these 
young fish in descending the rivers 
Pecome true sea trout.
